Hundreds gather to celebrate heritage

The bonnie blue sky wasn't 
evident most of Saturday, but 
chippor spirits were as hundreds 
loyal to their Scottish roots 
gathered to celebrate their 
heritage. 

It was ahnost a scene right 
out of the Highlands, except for 
the fact that Chesapeake City 
Park doeat't have die same lush 
hills as Scotland. But it was 
fine anyway with folks at the 
16Ui Annual Tidewater Scottish 
' Festival and Clan Gathering. 

From the first strains of 
"Scots, Wha Hae" to the 
amazing feats of strength 
exhibited by the Highland 
athletes, the day was as auch a 
feast for the spoil as die senses. 

Many people said die most 
enjoyable aspect was renewing 
old camaraderies. Jim Fargo of 
Fairfax Station, branch secretary 
of the Clan Donnachaidh 
Society, was one of those 
persons. 

"We're not competing Uie die 
athletic games today. We just 
steal catde, but only the juiciest 
Black Angus" he joked, alluding 
to the notorious rivalry between 
his clan and the Lindsays in 
1392. 

On a more serious note, he 
continued. "We've been coming 
to this festival for about 10 
years and love it down here. I 
enjoy the clan tents the mc^t. 
making new acquaintances and 
reviving old ones. You even get 
to meet people you may be 
related to — however toiuously. 
We call diem 'clan cousins.'" 

But the healdiy rivaky of 
the Scotti^ games was what 
drew some pet^le. Anyone care 
for a good round of caber 
tossing (throwing telephone- 
pole length logs end over end)? 



Bruce Forester of Virginia 
Beach, a rookie. at Scottish 
games, was up for the 
challoige. 

"Each time I've been to the 
festival, I've been asked to 
participate in die games. This 
yejff I finally decided to," he 
explained during a breuher from 
Uie competition. "I've never 
done this, so I'm here cold 
turicey." 

Games included die hammer 
throw, in which a 22-pound 
hammer is thrown for distance; 
die weight toss, in which a 56- 
pound weight is swung between 
the knees and tossed over a bar 
using one hand; and, the sheaf 
toss, in which a 16-pound sheaf 
of hay (or sometimes rope) is 
wrapped in buriap and tossed 
over a car widi a pitchfork. 

But what was Forester's 
favorite evCTt? 

"I guess the caber toss," he 
laughed. "It's die one I did die 
best in. But I'll definitely do 
this again next year. I'm 
hooked," he grinned. 

Sam McKay Jr. could write 
volumes about being "hooked"' 
on diese Highland games. In his 
day, he was a competitive 
ScotUsh athlete and champion 
Cumberland-style wresUer. He 
has since passed that love on to 
his son, 22-year-old Sam 
McKay Jr., who competed at 
Saturday's festi^^.

Council defers adoption of it

The proposed Virginia Beach 
Outdoors Ban — designed to estab- 
lish a system of bikeways, walk- 
ways, canoe trails and horse trails 
with enhanced open space areas, 
paries, recreation center and com- 
mercial centers in die city — has 
hit a snag. 

City council diis week deferred ' 
adoption of die plan first jmsented 
in February to provide more time 
for input from citizens. 

Concerns raised by Virginia 
Beach citizens led Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf to suggest that more 
public hearings be scheduled to give 
residents an opportunity to com- 
ment on die j«oposal. 

Council members also raised 
questions about die plan. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that when council designated seven- 
tendis of one cent of die real estate 
tax for open space reserve funding 
in 1988. die intent had been to ac- 
quire additional opoi space. 

The proposal would use die 
funds, he said, for an entirely differ- 
ent purpose — to improve proper- 
ties diat die city already owns. 
Moss noted diat the city has failed 
to purchase ptopeny that has been 
reserved for open space by develop- 
ers. 



The plan is shwtsighted. he de- 
clared, if it has no component to 
purchase land. 

The most pointed criticism came 
from Reba McClanan, a former 
councilwoman who during her 
tenure on council had worked in 
numenxis beautificalioii projects. 

McClanan, who was not at die 
work session where the plan was 
discussed or at the regular council 
meeting whoe aioptkm of die plan 
was deferred, exfmssed herself in a 
letter addressed to council. 

She said the document "looks 
like die first draft of a ta-m paper 
diat was due yestoxiay." 

McClanan also stated that re- 
cently die city had adopted a prac- 
tice of imxlucing plans and ideas 
without any initial discussion in- 
volving die taxpayers and likened 
die mediods with the adqHion of a 
city signature, which would take 
die place of the city seal on sta- 
tionery and similar documents 
(aldiough die seal wold be retained 
as die official City Seal). 

"I would menticm to you die pa- 
petration of die replacement of die 
city seal widiout die council's vote 
on it and die underhanded way in 
which landscfq>ing ordinaiKX revi- 
sions were produced without any 
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City searches for money 
to fund school overruns

The controversial transfer of 
funds from improvements for older 
schools to two new schools was de- 
ferred by Virginia Beach City 
Council until Tuesday to give die 
city time to find die money some- 
where else. 

Ocean Lakes High School and 
Larkspur Middle School are sched- 
uled to open in Septembo-. but die 
school budget is short $1.7 million 
for computer equqmienL 

The school board has proposed 
borrowing money from die $3.75 
millk)n a^xopriated for renovations 
and replacements and using the 
money on Ocean Lakes and 
Lsikspm. 

Dr. Sidmy L Faucette, superin- 
tendoit of schocds, assured council 
that die money will be replenidied 
as it comes in. 

He noted the problem was di- 
recdy related to "an issue I cannot 
discuss widi you. Management has 
been dealt widi." 

He also iqxilogized and said he 
would discuss die issue in executive 
session. 

Councilman John D. Moss 
grilled Faucette over the escalation 
of costs and said diat die school 
board should have consido^d down- 
sizing die schools. Moss faulted 
management 

Criticism has been leveled at the 
school board for a $42,000 fl^pole 
at die Ocean Lakes School. 
Faucette said the person responsible 



for the expenditure is no longer 
widi die school system and diat 
while die cost of die fli^pole was 
uncalled for, it shouM not ck)ud die 
request for die transfer to provide 
needed equipment for the new 
schools. 

Faucette said estimates for die 
new schools were based on favw- 
able bids die schools woe receiving 
at the time. However, die bids <mi

What does it mean? 

Millions of Americans will spend this coming weekend 
celebrating the declaration of our nation's independence from 
British rule. Thousands of our forefathers gave their lives for 
the cause and since then, hundreds of thousands more have 
done the same thing, preserving the right to choose their own 
path. 

What docs Independence Day — the Fourth of July — 
signify? What does it really mean to us and the rest of the 
world? Ask that question to 1,000 people and you'll likely get 
1,000 different answers. 

If we looked beyond our own borders, the Fourth of July 
probably means more to people in Europe, Asia, Africa and 
South America than it does to many of the residents in the 
United States of America. To those living in a foreign land, 
(except pertiaps for Great Britain) our Independence Day is an 
example of hope — of what can be. 

Our own revolution sparked a similar event in France just 
years after our own and toppled the royal monarchy which had 
ruled the nation for centuries. 

The idea of an independent nation "of the people, by the 
people and for the people" has prompted similar outbursts in 
countries spanning the globe. The people in Ireland have been 
fighting British rule for years. A student uprising in China 
several years ago focused worid attention on the plight of 
Chinese citizens. The people of Poland, Romania, Latvia and 
other former Communist Bloc nations have demanded and 
received their first tastes of freedom in decades. 

The black people in South Africa, after many years of 
struggle, are tasting freedom for the first time ever. 

The list of people in countries around the globe fighting to be 
treated justly and fairly continiKs. They want democratic rule. 

Will they like it once they have it? That question will remain 
unanswered — perhaps forever. Even in this country, people 
rail against the system, denouncing its problems. That, if 
nothing else, is what democracy is all about; to have die 
constitutional right to attempt changes, to right the wrongs and 
to create a better living environment and lifestyle. 

Is the United States of America the shining light out of 
darkness for the rest of the world? Judging by the sheer 
numbers attempting to settle here now — and the millions who 
have come before tiiem — the answer has to be yes. 

Will these new people discover an idyllic world, a panacea 
for injustices of the past? No. 

There are many things wrong in this country and in the past 
218 years many of them have been corrected. There are still 
many to solve. But a nation, which is young in comparison to 
the great nations of Europe, Asia and Africa, which has 
accomplished so much in so little time, should give hope to all 
others attempting to create a similar world. 

There will always be dictators, despots and others who rule 
by threats and force. But, as long as the United States 
continues to celebrate its independence, the people living under 
the thumbs of oppression will use this country as an example of 
what can be and strive for a free country. 

What does Independence Day mean? The best answer might 
not even be found in this country. — J.W.B.

The flaw in diis bravado is diat 
Robb surely knows that liberals 
controlling Congress will make 
certain that most funds raised by 
new taxes or cutting entitlements

OfpOWCT. 

Ironically, Uiose new programs, 
such as Nadonal Service tied to 
college grants and a greater fed- 
eral role in education, are the 
very ones Robb most waimly em- 
braces. 

The National Competitiveness 
Act is another Clinton-Robb fa- 
vorite.

should be, a time for parades, flag- 
waving, fireworks, ballgames and 
picnics. 

What we celebrate is one of our 
great documents of freedom — the 
Declaration of Independence. This 
was a fuller statement than the Reso- 
lution and its fmal draft by Thomas 
Jefferson was approved on the 4th. 
The Declaration set forth the new 
nation's govgnment and justifica- 
tion for the separation from our 
mother country. 

Some may think the 4th of July 
was also the day the Declaration was 
signed. But that is not true. The sign- 
ing dragged on for weeks with six 
signatures attached after Aug. 6 with 
one singer, Thomas McKean, not 
penning his name until 1781! 

Some have pointed out that this 
Declaration was more like the 
nation's "conception" than its birth, 
as it stated our intentions. Just saying 
we woe free did not make it so. The 
Revolutionary War continued for 



some SIX years. 

It could be argued that the nation 
was really "bom" on Virginia soil in 
1781 in the blood of the Yorktown 
campaign, which assured our inde- 
pendence. Still, we did not receive 
our "birth certificate" until the Treaty 
of Paris was signed two years later. 

Although the Declaration of Inde- 
pradence is one of our most cher- 
ished documents, it remained fw the 
Constitution to give body to the ide- 
als and principles itproclaiimed. These 
two documents are our birthright of 
freedom from all restraints except 
those justly imposed by law. 

In our city , there are many patriotic 
events open to the public during this 
three-day wedcend. Every resident 
can rejoice in our freedom by flying 
the American flag proudly mid prop- 
erly. At the historic Francis Land 
House, there will be games and other 
activities Sunday from noon- 4 p.m. 

The final event, sponsored by the 
Adam Thoroughgood, Ftancis Land, 
Lynnhaven Parish and Princess Anne 
Country Chapt^ of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, will be 
the retirement of an old worn and 
faded flag. 

This flag will be retired with ut- 
most respect and in accordance with 
the Flag Code, which states, "The 
flag, when it is in such condition that 
it is no longer a fitting emblem for 
display, should be destroyed in a dig- 
nified way, preferably by burning! 

Later, the ashes will be placed at 
the base of historic "Bill of Rights" 
treeplantedonthelawnoftheFrancis 
Land House during the bicentennial 
celebration of those fu^t 10 amend- 
ments, assuring our individual free- 
doms.

The Virginia Dare Soil and Water 
District, which serves the cities of 
Virginia Beach and Chesapadce, is 
one of 45 districts in the stale. Dis- 
tricts are self-governed subdivisions 
of state government that establish 
priorities, set policy and administer 
programs to conserve natural re- 
sources. Soil and water omsa^ation 
districts comprise the state's only 
grassroois conservation dehvery sys- 
tem that identifies water quality needs 
and guides solutions voluntarily. 

Districts obtain funding through 
state and federal grants, local appro- 
priations and fund-raising projects 
like tree seedling sales. 

A board of directors, locally elected 
officials, oversees district staff and 
program^.

ors. 

An activity of which I am espe- 
cially proud is the recognition the 
district gives to th(»e landown«s who 
are doing an outstanding job in the 
field of soil and water conservation. 
These individuals are recognized as 
owners ami managers of "Clean Water 
Farms" and serve as nuxiels for oth- 
ers.

Limited staff and funds have not 
compromised the quality programs 
and services provided by this team. 
Volunteers area great asset, helping 
with everything from data entry to 
soil nitrate testing. I know they would 
love to hear from you! 

In addition, the district has several 
fund raising projects. They offer well 
water testing for salinity — an im- 



portant for a healthy lawn and a boun- 
tiful garden! Just bring in your 
samples and they will perform the 
analysis fa $3 per tesL 

If you are more interested in the 
quantity of water on your lawn or 
garden, you should stop by and pick 
up a raingauge. Again, at only $3, its 
a bargain and it helps fund local con- 
servation programs. 

Finally, for those of you who want 
to make additions to your yard, the 
District conducts and annual seed- 
ling sale each winter. I hope you will 
support their innovative efforts!

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Virginia l\/larine 
Science l\/luseum 
plans Dolpliin 
count locaily 

How many bottlenose dolphins 
are off Virginia's coast? 

More than 100 people will spread 
out along the state's ocean and 
lower Chesapeake Bay beaches to 
participate in the Virginia Marine 
Science Museum Dolphin Count 
from 8 a.m. - noon Saturday, July 
9. 

Ute Dolphin Count is one com- 
ponent of Operation Dolphin, a 
museum research project which 
studies the bottlenose dolphins 
along the Virginia coast 

This is the second year that re- 
search teams, composed of trained 
volunteers from the museum 
Stranding Team and from universi- 
ties and other groups, have con- 
ducted a dolphin count in Virginia. 

Results of the yearly count are 
combined with on-going photo- 
identification and other dolphin re- 
search by the museum's Stranding 
Team. The findings yield valuable 
information about seasonal resi- 
dence and yearly population move- 
ments, said Marie Swingle, the mu- 
seum's Stranding Team coordinate. 

Coastal migratory dolphins on 
the east coast have recently been 
listed as depleted under the Marine 
Mammal Protection Act, Swingle 
said. Virginia is a critical area for 
studying the movements of the 
coastal migratory dolphin popula- 
tion. The museum dolphin count 
and other research findings in Vir- 
ginia can be a help in developing 
conservation plans to protect the 
depleted ^)ecies, he added. 

Last year approximately 340 dol- 
phins were recorded in the dolphin 
count, 70 percent of them in the 
southern portion of the state from 
Cape Henry south. "Hius far, more 
than 250 individual dolphins have 
been cataloged in the photo-identifi- 
calion research project

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'Where did it all go?' 

City grants new schools more money, 
but one councilman opposed decision

City Council Reporter 

Councilman John D. Moss, ask- 
ing where all the money went, was 
the only holdout in the Virginia 
Beach City Council vote to allow 
the school board to borrow $1.7 
million from remodeling and reno- 
vating construction funds for older 
schools to Hnish up the new Ocean 
Lakes High School and Larkspur 
Middle School. 

Council stipulated Tuesday that 
the school board would not return 
to council to make up the lost re- 
modeling money, but would pay for 
the loss from the year-end surplus 
and expected federal impact funds. 

City council thrashed over the is- 
sue for at least three meetings, 
when some members questioned 
borrowing from Peter to pay Paul. 

Council voted 10-1 in favor of 
the UBnsfer of funds with the re- 
funding proviso, and with strong 
support from councilwoman Louisa 
Strayhom, who formerly served on 
the school board. Councilman 
Louis R. Jones also emphasized 
that the first $3 million in impact 
funds would go toward air quality 
issues, as planned, but amounts 
over that amount could be used fcM- 
the $1.7 million.

"You say you can't deliver (Ocean 
Lakes) for $27.9 million and need 
$1.2 million more?" questioned 
Moss. He said that council already 
had approved $689,000 for change 
orders, mostly for site improve- 
ments. 

Almost a million dollars was re- 
served for contingencies, he noted, 
and stated, "You used up all of the 
contingencies and still need more. 
Where did it go? Council's due an 
explanation." 

He said the situation was a result 



of "outright poor management" 

Strayh(»n said that it was impw- 
tant to talk to people without doing 
it in a negative way. 

"We need to try very, very hard lo 
get along. We want the schools 
and council to get along. Mostly I 
hear an accusation...rm not saying 
the pubic does not have the right to 
know.

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said she would approve the unnsfer, 
but wanted an itemized accounting 
of the expenses. 

Improving the u^sfer's chance of 
success was a statement by City 
Manager James K. Spore that when 
a new structure is built, equipment 
such as computers is also capital- 
ized. 

Henley was also concerned about 
the improvement of air quality in 
some of the schools.

Sessoms re-elected vice mayor

The two first-time Virginia Beach 
City Council members - William 
Wv llaniioa Jr. aadtJuoeitt M. 
Sirayhom - woe in their seals at 
opposite ends of the dais, with 
flowers gracing the places of 
Strayhom and Barbara Henley, a 
former ccNincilwoman who was re- 
turned to office after a four-year 
break, and Vice Mayor William D. 
Sessoms Jr., who was re-elected to 
another two-year term by a 7-4 
vote. 

Tuesday was the day newly- 
elected council members were 
sworn in by Circuit Court Clerk 
Curtis Fruit in a brief ceremony. 
Then it was business as usual for 
council, which had a busy work 
session and then an equally busy 
meeting ahead. 

The 7-4 vote was usual also, 
with Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, 
Robert K. Dean, John D. Moss and 
Nancy Parker voting for Moss's 
candidate, Parker. 

Sessoms. John A. Baum, 
Henley, Harrison, Louis R. Jones, 
Linwood Branch and Strayhom 
voted for Sessoms. 

Some attempt was made in exec- 
utive session preceding the vice 
mayoral election to change the 7-4 
mode by proposing Strayhom for 
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the job, but when she could gamer 
only five of the votes, she threw 
her's in with the majority. 

Moss, for his part, said that he 
could not vole for Sessoms when 
he had openly demonstrated his in- 
tentions to unseat the mayor in the 
next election. 

M(»s stated, however, that he 
recogni^ that the position of vice 
maycM- was "more style thwi sub- 
stance." He noted that Parker 
would have time to attend all meet- 
ings of council and wouM not arrive 
late or leave early, which may have 
been a reference to Sessoms' some- 



limes tardiness. 

Sessoms said that as "sincerely as 
I can." he would uy to "find the 
middle pound."

Brazier Jr.; Strayhom, the 
Kempsville Borough seat occupied 
by Robert L. Clybum; and. Henley, 
the Pungo Borough seat occupied 
by Paul J. Lanteigne. Parker and 
Sessoms were re-elected to their at- 
large seats and Jones to his Bayside 
Borough seat. 

Clybum. Brazier and Lanteigne 
were presented resolutions in a|^re- 
ciaiion for their service to the city. 

Brazier and Lanteigne. who are in 
the city's Police Department, were 
not permitted to run for re-election 
uncter a city ordinance adopted after 
their election four years ago, which 
prohibits city employees from run- 
ning for council.

Two same-weight players face 
away from each other wearing a 
hame^ attached to the qqxment by 
a cable. Down on all furs, they re- 
semble bulls placed at odds with 
each other. At the referee's signal 
they begin to pull. 

The object is to pull the o|q)o- 
nent out of his stating box and 
across or into the IS-yard zone. 
Each match has a time limit of five 
minutes. 
"That five minutes seems like 



two hours," stated Chauncey Eady, 
a member of the Gewgia Warrior 
team. Eady has been a Bull-Pull 
participant for about a year. He 
pulls in the 225 to 235 weight cate- 
gory. 

The Virginia Rattlers, a team 
from Charlotsville. had only been 
pulling for 90 days. 

"There is no easy part," Travis 
McDaniel said. "I pUyed soccer.

David Spka has yet to see a "big 
one" like his cditxis battled over 
the years with the Virginia Depart- 
ment of F(xestry. 

Instead, a good portion of his 
woik week is spent making sure 
another iMg (Nie" doesnt ha{^. 

The "Wg one," of coarse, is a 
blaze like the now famous 
Pughsville fire of Eastea^ Surelay, 
1982. 

Althou^ it do^i't quite compare 
to the C^fcmiia wildfires, it was a 
sc(»cher f« this area, ttestroying 
300 acres of land, roughly 16 
homes aid one church. 

Fnen technician Clayum Brown 
was there that day. He doeai't ever 
want U> face aiMMher blaze like that 
one. 

'It was as close to them Califw- 
nia fires as you can get," the 26- 
ycar veteran of the Department of 



Forestry recalled. "The humidity 
was about 13 — the lowest I've 
ever seen it. and the wind was 
blowing 50 miles per hour. The 
weather wasn't doing much to help. 
Yeah, that was a pretty tough one." 

Jim Bright, chief forest warden 
fw Virginia Beach now in his 25th 
year with the department, has seai 
his share also. 

"Tlw biggest one I had was the 
Pungo Ferry Road fire," he remem- 
boed. "It started out as a marsh fire 
and evolved into a full-blown blaze. 
It desux)yed about 1,700 acres, and 
the strange thing about it was it 
h^pened at night" 

If fire tales like these are equiv- 
alent to a soldier's war stories, 
Brown, Bright and retired forester 
Bill Pbice (with 41 years under his 
belO have mere than their share. 

When Spicer. who has been with 
the Vi^nia Department <rf Fae&ry 
for two years, listens to them, he 
can only won<ter about "the good, 
cMdays." 

Like the ever-growing trees 
Spicer manages, this department 
has chffliged much over the years — 
vid battling blazes is the least of 
haoMiceins. 

"McKt peopte think we're just at- 
ting around the office waiting for 



die woods to catch on fire!" Spicer 
laughed. "But that's far from uije." 

What do a bunch of foresters 
talk about when they get together? 
If it's a youngo- forester and sev^al 
seasoned ones, chances are the 
rookie will get an earful about how 
times have chimged. 

Gathered at the district office 
straddling the Portsmouth/Ches- 
apeake line (serving Norfolk, 
Virginia Beach. Portsmouth 
Chesapeake, Isle of Wight, Suffolk 
and the Eastern Shore), Brown, 
Pierce, Bright and Spicer met 
recently lo discuss the evolving role 
of the Virginia Department of 
Forestry on its 80th anniversary. 
This year also marks Smokey 
Bear's 50lh birthday.

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Waste not, want not 

Feast or famine? Perhaps. But flood or diought more aptly 
describes Hampton R(^is' waters supply. 

Over the winter the rain-starved Norfolk system, which 
supplies Chesapeake and Virginia Beach with a share of their 
water needs, was dangerously low — filled only to 52 percent 
of capacity at one point. But by spring, the area was literally 
awash with rain. 

Unfonunately, the summer of "94 may be a repeat of last 
year, an alarming cause for concern. Already the city of 
Chesapeake imposed a week-long mandatory water restriction 
due to diminishing supplies and a high chlorine count. And 
Virginia Beach is no stranger to restrictions either, considering 

Norfolk has set a 30-million-gallon-a-day limit for that city. 

With this in mind, Hampton Roads residents would be wise 
to heed some common sense rules for water conservation 
There suggestions are offered: 

■ Don't water lawns. 

■ Don't used a hose to water shrubs. Use a three-gallon 
bucket only. 

■ Don't use a hose to wash cars. Again, use a three-gallon 
bucket only. If possible, forgo a car wash all together until 
water levels improve. 

■ Don't fill pools. 

■ Don't wash driveways. This is a senseless waste of a 
precious resource. 

■ Don't operate ornamental fountains. 

■ Put a sign in your yard if using well water. 
Other conservation suggestions inclucte: 

■ Take shorter showers. 

■ Do not fill bathtubs to capacity. A full tub is not required 
to get good and clean. 

■ Turn off the faucet when brushing your teeth and 

shaving. 

■ If you must water your garden, don't do it in the heat of 

the day. 

■ Use bath water to feed your plants and shrubs. 
Following such rules aren't hard to do. In fact, Hampton 

Roads residents should be veterans by now. Remember, until 
water levels improve, every drop counts. — V.L.E.

Today's priceless ingredient? The answer is threefold

In the days of Hammurabi, the iMiceless ingredient 
was the honor and integrity of the seller. In today's 
economy, the jwiceless ingredient is the honor, in- 
tegrity and social responsibility of each participant 

This needs an explanation, and possibly an over- 
simplification will do iL 

Economics, basically, is simple. A man produced, 
builds or grows a product and sells this product for 
slightly more than his total cost of material, labor 
and other expenses. The different between his costs 
and his selling price is called profit, which is ex- 
tremely important to his growth and development, 
and it vital to his remaining in business. 

In this basic economy, certain forces grew up. 
Exclusive control, such as patents ox unions, permit- 
ted the buyer to hold the price down to whatever level 
he wished, or permitted the seller to raise the price as 
high as he wanted. 

Competition, on the other hand, permitted the 
buyer or the seller to force the buyers to raise their 
prices or force the scIIcts to lower their prices. 

Neither of these two forces were without serious 
difficulties, although they were helpful in many situa- 
tions. Many laws have been passed both to provide 
exclusive control and to ensure competition. 

Recently, a new relationship has been developed, 
identified as the win/win relationship, where both 
sides in a confrontation gain benefits and neither side 



loses. 

This new relationship does not always agree with 
maricet rules as we know them nor with our laws as 
we have enacted them. However, when die win/win 
relationship does exist, we find that each side has a 
positive interest in ensuring that the other side gains 
the benefits which the other side expects, as well as 
their basic interest in gathering their own expected 
benefits. 

With both sides strongly motivated to make the 
win/win relationship a success, no policing or en- 
forcement, as we know it, is required. And with both 
sides working together, often new benefits develc^. 

And, today, a new situation has developed where 
the negotiating parties come to an agreeable under- 
standing, as close to a win/win relationship as they 
can get, but find that their understanding cannot be 
put into writing without creating a trust dr violating 
some other law. 

Such a situation now exists with the current world 
surplus of aluminum and the understanding between 
the negotiating participants, but only if they maintain 
their production and their prices on their own voli- 
tion, i.e. in acoHdance with their honor, integrity and 
social responsibility, which is today's priceless ingre- 
dienL

Carvers

Summer school. Perhaps no two 
words in the English language 
incite more groans ftom youth than 
these. 

Yet say them to the students 
enrolled at the Reading-To-Leam 
Summer Institute offered at the 
ODU/NSU Tri-Cities Center in 
Portsmouth, and you will get more 
than a dozen smiles. 

Why? What's so atypical about 
these students? These pupils haven't 
sat at a tiny elementary school desk 
in years. In fact, ihey are the ones 
usually behind the teacher's desk! 

Through July 15, almost two 
dozen Hampton Roads teachers are 
hitting the books for a unique 
summer program to, among other 
things, make them better 
instructors. Their goal is to 
ultimately teach their students not 
material itself, but a better way to 
learn that material. 

"The main thing we're doing, in 
my opinion, is teaching these 
teachers how to use their textbooks. 
We believe in using the textbook, 
not abandoning it, which is what 
some teachers do. 

"They get in the classrooms and 
don't let the kids read; they just tell 
them everything. We're presenting 
the teachers with strategies so the 
kids will learn how to learn," 
explained Dr. Raymond F. Morgan, 
an Old Dominion University 
reading education instructor. 

He is co-directing the summer 
institute with Mark Forget, a 
Virginia Beach teacher who will 
assume duties in the fall as the in- 
house staff developer at the new 
Ocean Lakes High School. 

Morgan, who co-authored the 
textbook used across the state to 
train Reading-To-Leam participants, 
said this new strategy aimed at 
instructors has been around since 
1986, but little publicity has been 
given to it. 

"This project was funded with a 
grant from the Virginia legislature," 
he said. "We are one of six sites 
across the state. What we're doing 
is bringing together content-area 
teachers from local schools for 15 
intensive days." 

Offered in two parts, this summer 
the teachers involved are studying 
the Reading-To-Leam strategies and 
will implement them throughout 
the school year. Next year the 
teachers will make up in-service 
projects and sign a contract with 
their school systems to educate 
other teachers about the program. 

In return, they get three hours of 
graduate credit for each part of the 
institute.

"Too often teachers are teaching a 
lot of 'stuff,' their content area, but 
they're not teaching students 
effective ways to organize their 
information, remember it and to 
study," Forget commented. "What's 
happening is there's less reading in 
the home, too. Kids come to school 
less prepared because of this, which 
is more reason for teachers to show 
kids how to learn. " 

Most of the teachers enrolled in 
this year's institute are middle and 
high school teachers from Virginia 
Beach, Chesapeake, Portsmouth, 
Norfolk, Suffolk and Newport 
News. 

More than 1,000 teachers 
statewide have already discovered 
Reading-To-Learn, Morgan said, 
because of its increasing popularity. 
For each person who applied for the 
Norfolk State University/Old 
Dominion University institute, 
another was turned down. 

"We want teachers to know that 
they don't have to sacrifice their 
content area — whether it's math, 
government, science, whatever — 
when using these strategies. 
Instead, what they're doing is 
helping kids be more effective with 
their learning," Forget said. "What 
we want to do is achieve lifelong 
learn^^." 

But how is this done? Forget 
offered an example. 

"The general framework is this: I 
might come into a classroom and 
say, 'OK, kids, we're going to talk 



about the period after the Civil War 
today.' One kid might be thinking 
it was around the 1780s; another 
might think that it was 1914. Then 
another kid might be thinking 
about his girlfriend. 

"That's why it's important to get 
a background of what the kids 
already know about the subject. I 
compile what these kids say and put 
a few key words on the blackboard. 
Then I'll put them into study 
groups and they'll go over their 
notes on it together. Then, finally, 
we'll open the textbook up to look 
at the day's lesson. By the time we 
get to the reading, the kids realize 
they already know a lot about the 
subject" 

The basic framework for using 
this strategy is PAR — 
preparation, assistance, reflection.

Elementary School, was already 
impressed with what she had learned 
during the first few days of the 
institute. 

"I work with children from first 
to fifth grade.

Regent Students shooting best seller 



Grant, popular 
novel giving 
students chance 
to try their hand 
at film making

A book called "Prison to Praise" 
and a $58,000 grant by author 
Merlin Carothers have given the 
School of Radio, Television and 
Film at Regent University the op- 
portunity to produce a film based 
on the popular best seller. 

Carothers, a well-known 
Christian writer and the author of 
eight other books, wrote "Prison to 
Praise" as a biography. 

The book has sold more than 13 
million copies since it was pub- 
lished 24 years ago. It is also pub- 
lished in 35 different languages. 

The story is about an AWOL 
soklier in Worid War II who had a 
troubled youth. He then found the 
Lord and became an army chafdaia 

The film, which began June 14, 
is being shot locally in Virginia 
Beach, Portsmouth, Norfolk and 
Suffolk. Most of the cast and crew 
are area residents. 

The student-produced film is ex- 
pected to be one of the best films 
ever done by Regent, which has 
been known for winning many 
awards with its student productions 
all around the counuy. The most 
recent was The Gold Seal Award for 
the production "As I Perish" in the 
Manchester International lAC 
Movie Festival last year.

Professor of Communication 
Andrew Quicke said he is very ex- 
cited about this particular film be- 
cause it is the first film produced at 
the school to be based on a best 
seller. 

Quicke, who is from England and 
was formerly bureau chief for CBN 
News in Jerusalem and president of 
Kinsington Film Services in 
London, is having a great deal of 
fun watching his students learn as 
they go ak>ng. 

"A lot of schools do not actually 
teach you to go out and get a job 
doing this. They have virtually no 
experience when they get here.

There is some interesting trivia 
to be learned about the student pro- 
duction. "Prison to Praise" has two 
producers, a program director, a di- 
rector of i^KMography, and a script 
written by a graduate student, all of 
whom are women.

"They are all perfectionists. 
Some of them even work a little 
harder," Qukke grinned in complete 
sadsfaction. 

Daniel Velazquez, a student in 



charge of wardrobe for the produc- 
tion, said he got all of the co^mes 
for the cast from the same company 
that helped clothe the participants 
in the film "Gettysburg." The com- 
pany, National Capital Historic 
Sales Incorporated, is based out of 
Springfield. 

Weather permitting, the filming 
is expected to be completed by July 
10. Electronic editing, used for the 
first time by the university, will 
speed up the editing process of the 
film. 

Quicke says it will be shown at 
the Naro theater in Ghent some- 
time after the first of the year.

The reaction of die public is re- 
volting.

T-shirts arc being hawked at 
die court house door widi such 
expressions as "Let die Juice 
Loose." It is sickening and unbe- 
lievabte diatpeoptesignedaposter 
stating.

partmcnt, he recalled. miK;h of his 
time was spent doing refw^ation. 

"We al«} did a lot of limberland 
examinations, in which a fanner 
would call us to come out. lo(dc 
over his land and ask us to make 
recommendations as lo how it 
should be managed," Pierce recalled. 

To this day, timberland examina- 
tions remain a large part of a 
forester's job, Spicer aoesied. 

Technology, Pierce continued, 
has meant the most to making a 
forester's work easio*. 

"One of the biggest changes was 
getting tractors and fire plows. 
When I first came to work, we 
didn't have those, regardless of how 
large a fire got lo be. We did it all 
by hand. The best purchase the de- 
partment ever made was fire plows 
and tractors. 

"Anotho' thing was communica- 
tion. We didn't have radios on our 
trucks. Once we left the office, if it 
was during fire season you'd try to 
hunt up some country store widi a 
telephone to call the office and 
check up. Once you were out of the 
office, they had no means of c(hi- 
tacting you. 

With improved technology, die 
use of fire towo^ became a thing of 
the past 

"Back in the old days, we had 
these lookout towers up all across 
the state. They would be manned 



during fire season by peq)le who 
lived nearby. Today I can't diink of 
a man cm any fire tower unless it's 
in the western part of the state. It's 
all gone to aerial patrol. We also 
have helicopters today to provide 
water dr(q)s on fires," Pierce ex- 
idained. 

Brown said the most marked 
change he's seen is the rediKtion of 
fires in recent years. 

"life's a reason for that — bet- 
ter equipment, better fire depart- 
ments and m(»e mfuipower. Conse- 
quenUy, if they do have a fire, they 
don't let it get very big; they can 
put it right out." 



When Spicer describes his 
job, his elders can't help but admire 
how the Virginia Department of 
Forestry has progressed over the 
years. 

Some people, he said, question 
just what today's foresters do. His 
job description is a study in diver- 
sity. 

""My job is primarily forest 
management. I work very closely 
with Jim here, who as the forest 
warden works real close with the 
fire dqiartmoit 

Quoting William H. Rilee, 
chairman of the Virginia Division 
of the Society of American 
Foresto^, "there is a feeling among 
foresters today that they must work 
harder than ever to regain the confi- 
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dence of die public. Most of the 
foresters jnacticing today %nse diat 
our mosdy urban society now ques- 
tions the ability of these profes- 
sionals to do a good job in manag- 
ing the forest resources of the coun- 
try." 

To this end, Spicer is deeply 
committed to urban ft^^try. A for- 
est, he noted, doesn't have to be in 
wide open, rural areas. Even large 
cities like Hampton Roads' have 
their own anallo', thriving forests. 

"Our urban forestry workload has 
really increased over die years," he 
said. "In our region, we have some- 
diing like 1.2 million people and 
you think of all the developments. 
People will call us out and want to 
know what's die best thing they can 
do for die trees. 

"And some people are highly 
upset whoi diey see a harvesting or 
logging operation. But Uiey don't 
realize that at some point a tree has 
served its usefulness. It has to 
happen sooner or later." 

Thus, anodier big part of Spico-'s 
job is educating the public, whether 
it's about fotilizer rates or fire pre- 
vention techniques...which brought 
them to discussion of Smokey 
Bear. 

Have any of these men ever won 
the familiar "spokesbear's" cos- 
tume? 

"Oh, yes!" all four answered in 
unison.

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Beach Social Services' role is too often misunderstood 




In my ongoing efforts to explain to 
citizens the functions and roles of 
some city de- 
partments, 
this column 
will feature 
the Virginia 
Beach De- 
partment of 
Social Ser- 
vices. 

Social Ser- 
vices, or wel- 
fare as it has 
traditionally 
been called, 
is an agency 
and a pro- 
gram that is 
often misun- 
derstood, and 
sometimes 
—^-^^^—^ customers 
who need its 
services are much maligned. 

Perhaps the following review will 
alleviate some of the misunderstand- 
ing about the department and the cus- 
tomers that are served. 

The Dcparunent of Social Services 
plays a critical role in the city 's effort 
to meet the mullifaceted needs of its 
citizens. 
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In these very unsettling times, when 
families are disintegrating, yibs are 
being restructured or eliminated, 
major industries are retrenching, the 
economy of the area is unstable, be- 
cause of the threat of military cut- 
backs, mane and more citizens And 
themselves with limited resources, 
little emotional support and a lost 
sense of purpose arid direction. 

These difficult times produce 
stress, which flnds outlets through 
violence, abuse, alienation and isola- 
tion. Social Services is often called 
upon to provide the flnancial assis- 
tance, ther^utic intervention, pro- 
tection and support necessitatoi be- 
cause of these phenomena. 

In the financial assistance programs 
alone, there has been a 257-percent 
increase from 1986 to 1994 in Aid to 
Dependent Children, Food Stamps 
and Medical Assistance. More than 
29,000 families make application for 
some type of Hnancial assistance an- 
nually. More than 41,000 actually 
receive flnancial assistance annually. 

The agency has had to restructure, 
retfench continuously to meet this 
increased demand fw services. The 
Deparunent of Social Services truly 
has been "doing more with less." 
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(You'll get attached to them 
in no tijiie.)

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i^iother large mandate for the de- 
partment is thatof protecting both the 
children of the city as well as the 
older citizens. The Child Protective 
Services Prc^ram is me of the larg- 
est and most sensitive pograms ad- 
ministered by the dqiartment 

More than 21 staff members and 
supervisors respond to more than 
2,000rq)ortsofsu!q)ected child abuse 
each month. This is more complaints 
than any city in the region. TTje Child 
Protective Services workers must 
scrutinize each report, determine 
whether it is an issue for investiga- 
tion, prioritize the reports in terms of 
the danger to the children and re- 
spond as rapidly as possible. 

Working with police department 
investigators, workers and police of- 
ficers go into homes, schools and 
neighborhoods to talk with the chil- 
dren who have reportedly been abused 
and with those individuals who are 
alleged to have caused the abuse. 

The staff is constantly called upon 
to determine whether a child should 
be removed from the situation and is 
often hampered in the performance 
of their task by restrictive laws, large 
caseloads and its attendant constant 
pressure. 

Often a social worker's life is in 
danger. When children are removed 
from homes because of abu%, ne- 
glect or abandonment, the Depart- 
mentof Social Services must provide 
foster care services for them . Provid- 
ing these services means a massive 
recruitment and training effort. 

Thestatealso has a mammoth num- 
ber of compliance issues that also 
must be addressed. Foster care is a 
time consuming, technical program. 
Because workers never view foster 
care as an end of i tself, but as a means 
to an end, in most instances, the goal 
of the department is to return chil- 
dren to their families as soon as pos- 
sible, if the families can provide a 
safe environment for the child. 

Foster parents are ordinary citi- 
zens who have big hearts. They often 
assume the mammoth responsibility 
of inviting strangers into their homes. 
Sometimes these strangers demon- 
strate very difficult and threatening 
behavior. If the behavior is deemed 
to be too bizarre, the department m ust 
seek special treatment, either through 
a therapeutic foster placement or in a 
private residential treatment facility. 
In the past two years, the (tepart- 
ment, in collaboration with the city's 
Community Services Board, designed 
and developed a Special Therapeutic 



Foster Home Program called TAFY 
(TTie Alliance for Youth). 

This program provides less costly 
care i(x children who have been in a 
costly residential treatment facility 
or who might be targ^ed as a poten- 
tial resident to need such a &cility. 
Through the Interfaith Church 
Advisory Council and private dona- 
tions, citizens are helped with food, 
money for rent and utilities, medica- 
tions and other special needs items 
which would not otherwise be avail- 
able. 

Through the tfomeless Intnven- 
tion Program, assistance is provided 
to families and individuals to prevent 
homelessness, through assistance 
with rent or mortgage payments. In 
fact. Social Sovices has assumed a 
leadershiprole in woiking with home- 
less individuals in our city. During 
this past winter, the lobby of the 
department was used nighdy as a 
triage site for the Wintw Shelter Pro- 
gram. 

Staff and volunteers of the 
department's Resource Development 
Unit worked closely to provide sup- 
port and services to a small number 
of homeless individuals, leading 
many in this group to fmd employ- 
ment and permanent housing. 

The Employment Services Pro- 
gram (ESP) is investigating and de- 
veloping a program to also involve 
more citizens wiUi Social Services 
clients who are actively seeking em- 
ployment, but have personal traits 
and problems that has prevented them 
from becomingproductive.employed 
citizens. 

Following the example set by the 
Resource Devel<^mentProgram,our 
Employment ServicesJ>rogram will 
use ministers, corporate per»)nnel, 
small business owners and ordinary 
citizens who wish to see people inde- 
pendent of the welfare rolls. They 
will provide the necessary leadership 
and mentorship for these individuals. 
Custody mediation is a program 
that could potentially impact any 
Virginia Beach citizen. Because of 
divorce and custody issues, families 
who might otherwise not need the 
services of the department may fmd 
lliemselves referred by the court to 
the Mediation Unit for resolution of 
these disputes. During the 1993 fis- 
cal year, the certified mediators pro- 
vided mediation services and home 
studies for almost 500 families, with 
more than 450 families reaching suc- 
cessful agreements. 
The N^diation Unit provides a 



necessary service to the community, 
taking a large number of cases out of 
the court system and saving families 
money on attorneys' iots. 

The real winners in these cas», 
however, are the children. Huough 
the mediation process, parents agree 
that their children are the most im- 
portant part of their lives. Agree- 
ments about custody, support and 
visitation are reached with this in 
mind. 

If it is a social problem . the Dq)art- 
ment of Social Services is always at 
the forefront trying to fmd resources. 
This year, the phenomenal increase 
in the number of HIV/AIDS cases 
has impacted already heavy 
casel(»ds. 

The HIV/AIDS population has 
many needs that cannot be met 
through the usual methods. The de- 
partmenthasrecenUyreceivedagrant 
from the Virginia Beach Foundation 
which will provide special dietary 
foods and medication for HIV/AIDS 
victims. 

The community at large is the ben- 



eficiary of the good work daie by the 
Department of Social Services. The 
dqxirtment has served asagatekeeper 
for the community's many social 
concerns and social problems. 

It has provided protection for those 
who cannot actequately potect them- 
selves and its services are so expan- 
sive that the department touches many 
lives. 

In many ways, the mission and 
charge d the Department of Social 
Services echoes those famous words 
etched into the base of the Statue of 
Liberty: 

"Give me your tired, your poor, 
your huddled masses yearning to be 
free: the wretched refuse of your teem- 
ing shores. Send these, the homeless, 
tempest tossed tome."

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Dredging delay threatens 
Beach's tourist season

Delays in the Rudee Intet dredg- 
ing iHocess have pndied the ptojeci 
into the tourist season, creating 
what may prove to be expensive 
IMX^Iems fw the city. 

The dredging has been going on 
for IS years with the city paying 
the entire cost until 1991, when the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
agreed to participate by paying the 
larger share. Since then, Carl 
Thoren, beach program engineer 
with Public Works, said the dredg- 
ing by a private contractor was fin- 
ished befwe Memorial Day so that 
it did not interfere with the tourist 
season. 

This year, by a convoluted series 
of events, said Thoren, when the 
low bidder, C & G Excavation 
Company, an out-(rf-state firm, was 
disqualified as non-responsive and 
protests by that company delayed 
theawanL 

The only other bidder was Cotrell 
Engineering of Chesapeake, which 
bid $594,000, compared to C & 



G's $530,000. 

Thoren explained that the low 
number of bidders was the result of 
placing the project in the small 
business set-asi(te project category; 
that is. only smaller contractors 
could bid on the project. Thoren 
said that the city would try to get 
the government to take the project 
out of the set-aside. The city's share 
in the total project is $185,000. 

At the city's request, the district 
engineer has agreed to delay the 
award of the contract until July 21, 
when the contractCM-'s bid price ex- 
pires, to get as far as possible 
through the tourist season before 
the dredging impacts beach use. 

By consensus at a workshop 
Tuesday, Virginia Beach City 
Council directed the city to seek tte 
contract award July 21 and to im- 
mediately enter into negotiations 
with the contractor to defer work 
until after Labor Day. This would 
eliminate confiicts with Labor Day 
beach events, but would still con- 
flict with the Neptune Festival. 

If the city were forced to pay the 



contract unit rate fcv shutting down, 
it could cost the city more than 
$500,000. 

Shutting down during the Sep- 
tember volleyball tournament and 
the Neptune Festival could cc^ the 
city $46,000, and negotiations are 
intended to lower that cost as much 
as possible. 

The only otho" alternatives are to 
award the contract July 21 and start 
woilc immediately, which wouW in- 
terfere with the volleyball tourna- 
ment and Labor Day activities, with 
a shutdown costing as much as 
$108,000 or cancelling the contract 
altogether. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said, however, that the city's dredge 
is capable of dredging the area only 
during periods of extremely calm 
seas, and preventing further sand bar 
formation may not be possible as 
the summer progresses without the 
assistance of the federal dredging 
contract 

TTioren said that the city cannot 
make a formal change in the con- 
tract before it is awarded because it 
is a federal cmtracL '

Have you ever wondered how 
many bottlenose dolphins are in 
Virginia? Have you diought about 
their seasonal residence and 
yearly population movements? If 
so, the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum can satisfy your curios- 
ity. 

A study of bottlenose dolphins 
along the Virginia coast was held 
Saturday to answer these ques- 
tims. If you wondered why peo- 
ple w«e spread out along the 
coast between 8 p.m. and noon, 
they were participating in Opera- 
tion Dolphin. 

More than 100 eager, trained 
volunteers and museum staff con- 
ducted research along Virginia's 
ocean and lower Chesapeake Bay 
beaches. Their findings were ex- 
tremely important, because, ac- 
cording to Mark Swingle, the 
museum's Stranding "^eam coor- 
dinator, "The museuA) dolphin 
count and other research findings 



in Virginia can be a help in de- 
veloping conservation plans to 
protect the depleted species." 

Swingle, explained that "coax- 
al migratory dolphins on the east 
coast have recently been listed as 
depleted under the Marine Mam- 
mal Protection Act." 

This project originated after the 
dolphin die-off in 1987. explained 
Lyman Smith, the museum 's mar- 
keting coordinator. Since this is 
only die second year this par- 
ticular study has taken place, ' 
Smith said, "We'll be able to com- 
pare this year's numbers to that of 
last year. The Dolphin Count will 
allow us to make all sorts of com- 
parisons, because research of this 
nature provides an immense 
amount of information." 

Due to a biological toxin, 
more than 200 ill or dead dol- 
phins were washed up on local 
shores during the summer and fall

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Know the risks 



Who will it be this year? Perhaps Debby or Helene? These are 
just a couple of the potential 1994 hurricane names — not 
exactly the type of guests that would make anyone in Hampton 
Roads want to nil out the red carpet Names from the past, like 
Gloria, Camille, Hugo and Andrew remind us of that 

When these unwelcome visitors do make landfall, utter 
devastation can result. As Virginia faces another hurricane 
season, keep in mind that meteorologists say a major hurricane 
should strike Virginia approximately every 20 years. Hurricane 
Donna in 1960 was the last major storm to hit this part of the 
state, so at 35 years, our area is well overdue. 

Since we can't predict these violent occurrences of nature, 
being prepared is essential. And with HamptonR'oads as a 
prime site for hurricanes to make landfall, local residents 
should be acutely aware of the threat. Although hurricane 
season runs from June through November, they most 
frequently occur here in August, September and October. So 
whether you live on the coast or inland, you should be 
concerned. 

With this in mind, Gov. George Allen declared July 17-23 
Hurricane Awareness Week in Virginia. The Virginia 
Department of Emergency Services, in cooperation with local 
emergency management officials, offers several safety tips to 
protect lives and reduce damage before, during and after the 
hurricanes. 

Before the storm 

■ Know your risk. Consult your emergency management 
office for information on preparedness. 

■ Identify where you should go if you are told to evacuate. 

■ Pre-pack a home hurricane supplies kit with a three-day 
supply of water, non-perishable food, first aid supplies, a 
battery-powered radio and extra batteries. 

■ Recheck your supply of boards, tools, batteries and other 
equipment you will need when a hurricane soikes the area. 

■ Check your homeowner's coverage to made sure you 
have flood insurance. 

When the storm is approaching 

■ Listen to your radio and TV stations for updated storm 
information. 

■ Bring in garbage cans, lawn furniture and other items 
which could be blown away. 

■ Fill your car's gas tank and be ready to evacuate if told to 
do so. 

■ If you are told to evacuate, do so immediately.

During the storm 

■ If you arc not advised to evacuate, remain indoors and 
away from windows.

■ If the calm of the storm (the eye) passes directly 
overhead, there will be a lull in the wind lasting from a few 
minutes to 30 minutes or more. Do not gaoutside during this 
time, as the winds at the other side of the storm's eye rise very 
rapidly to hurricane force. 

After the storm 

■ Listen to the radio for official disaster relief information 
and resources. 

■ Be prepared to do without power, telephone or any 
outside services for a week or more. 

■ Be very careful of downed power lines, -weakened 
structures, rodents, snakes and avoid puddles of standing 
water. 

■ Don't drink tap water, and eat only foods that you know 
are safe. 

■ Be very cautious handling power tools, gas lanterns, 
generators and matches. 

■ Avoid using candles as a light source. 

Remember, Hampton Roads does lie on a hurricane-prone 
coast, so don't wait until it's too late. Follow these safety 
guidelines and ask your insurance agent about flood insurance 
coverage to protect your home and belongings. And, above all, 
remember that being prepared can save your life.

Simpson saga 
isn't the first 
murder scandal 

In spite of the fact that my editor, 
Vict(»ia Edwards, has said, "I'm 
sick and tired of hearing about O J. 
Simpson, and besides that, it's en- 
terrupting my soap opens" I feel 
compelled to menticm the Simpson 
case in order to get to the subject of 
today's column. 

There have 
been other 
murders and 
scandals that 
have attracted 
as much atte- 
ntion in their 
time as the 
Simpson ca- 
se is doing 
today. 

The only 
difference is 
that the news 
media of to- 
day is more 
sc^hisiicated 
than it was 
~^'^~-^~~~ then. 
One particular case comes to 
mind. In 1921, Fatty Arbuckle was 
tried for the rape and murder of a 
young actress and model named 
Virginia Rappe. 

Arbuckle, a popular film come- 
dian, was indkted by the grand jury 
and tried three times. Twice juries 
disagreed upon the vetthct; the third 
trial resulted in acquittal. 

In the opinion of the public, 
however, he was guilty and all of 
his pictures were banned every- 
where. 

ta 1927, the newspapers were in- 
undated with stories about the mur- 
der of Albert Snyder by his wife, 
Ruth, and her lover, Judd Gray. 
Both Snyder and Gray were duly 
found guilty, charged and sentenced 
to die In the electric chair. 

Gray's last words just before he 
died were," She had power over me. 
She told me what to do and I did 
it" 



Many, I'm sure, remember that 
story of Albert De Salvo, who the 
police believed to be 'The Boston 
Strangler." From 1962 to 1964, 13 
women died horrible deaths at the 
hands of a person known as "The 
Boston Soimgler." 

Much evidence pointed to De 
Salvo, who admitted his guilt, but 
because of lack of supporting evi- 
dence, the law felt unable to acxept 
his word. 

Accordingly, he was not charged 
with being the strangle or commit- 
ting the strangler crimes. Instead, 
he was eventually tried for other 
crimes pre-dating the Strangler pe- 
riod: crimes of armed robbery, as- 
sault and sex offenses against four 
women fmtunate enough to have 
kientified him. 

In 1967, he was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. On Nov. 26, 1973 
he was found in his prison cell in 
Walpole State Prison, dead from 16 
stab wounds. 

The best epitaph came fix)m his 
attorney, who stated that his client 
was insane, a schizophrenic, "a 
completely uncontrolled vegetable 
walking around in a human body." 

That attorney was F. Lee Bailey, 
one of the lawyers who will defend 
O.J. Simpson! Wonders never 
cease, do they?

Service workers: 
'Profession more 
than meets eye'

Jusl mention the words "Social 
Swvices" at a party and many peo- 
ple assume you are talking about 
food stamps w child protective sct- 
vices. 

But the Social Service Depart- 
ment wants you to know that they 
offer a variety of services that 
include food stamps, child support 
enforcement, job training and 
assistance, parenting classes, foster 
care, foster-care training programs, 
elderiy day care, hospice care and 
adult protective services. 

"Social services is a conglomer- 
ate of different types of services," 
explained Melvin Twiuy, chief of 
services in Portsmouth. "We have 
close to 200 people on staff. Not 
all of those people are social work- 
ers.** 

Wanda Willman, supervisor of 
foster care and adoptions in 
Chesapeake, agreed. 

"If I'm at a party or out some- 
where and I mention what 1 do, 
people automatically think I am 
giving away free food ot I am work- 



ing a vwy easy job with regular 
hours. Not all weeks are bad. But 
some weeks are very difficult" 

Willman and Twitty believe 
strongly that education is the key to 
putting an end to the types of situa- 
tions that get them called in the 
flrst place. 

Social workers also try to keq) 
children in the home if at all possi- 
ble. 

"We have 72 hours to check out a 
call about child neglect," said 
Willman. "But a lot of reports are 
unfounded. Many peqde when they 
learn that somebody has called 
Social Services first react with, 
'Oh, my God, I've been contacted. 
They're going to take my children.'" 

Sometimes it takes a little edu- 
cating and other limes, acxording to 
Willman, the calls indicate serious 
family problems or situations in 
which children may be in dang^. 

"I find homes for the children," 
Willman explained. "We always 
hope that they will be returned to 
their family quickly. But that is not 
always the case. Our foster parents 
are the best — just the best." 

The problem arises when 
Willman cannot find enough foster 
homes for the children. 

"If your readers were foster par- 
ents just one time, if they could 
jusl take one child into their home 
and help that child through the 
rough places, how many lives could 



be touched?" Willman adced. "We 
are in constant need for qualified 
foster parents. This is a chance to 
really Ixeak a cycle." 

Willman and her staff train foster 
parents. "Many times the foster 
parents will express some unre- 
solved issues of their own during 
the training," she said. "We work 
with them and help them with their 
lives. In this program I really be- 
lieve everybody comes away en- 
riched." 

Twitty is also concerned about 
children who are in abusive situa- 
tions. 

"You get frustrated sometimes 
because we will get a lot of sexual 
abuse complaints or physical abuse 
complaints. They might come in 
on a situation that happened three 
to four years ago. It's difficult for 
the worker to document the infor- 
mation." 

Sometimes the calls are madt by 
a parent hoping to win a custody 
battle by bringing charges against 
the custodial parent. Twitty and 
Willman agree that sifting through 
heightened family emotions can be 
very difficult. They have to try and 
determine what is best for the child. 

Both Twitty and Wilhnan balance 
the negative situations with posi- 
tive ones. 

"We do adoption placement," 
Willman said. 

In order to adc^t a child, Willman 
not only makes sure that the child 



City's Occupational Health Service is 
small division deserving big praise

One of the least publicized di- 
visions in city management is the 
Occupational Health Service 
(OHS), because it serves not only 
the public, but the city*s onployees 
as well. 

It is charged 
to ensure that 
new employ- 
ees are physi- 
cally capable 
of performing 
their tasks 
saf<eiy and jpf- 
fectively, as 
well as to at- 
tend to the 
various in- 
juries that oc- 
cur among 
some 5,000 
haid-woiking 
people. From 
bee stings to 
car crashes, 

sprains and 

strunsto 
emotional stress, the little clinic in 
the Municipal Center looks after 
our workers to see that they are 
{Hoperly treated and able to work 
when they retiim to their jd). 

With only six employees (two 
occupational l^alth nurses, a lab- 
oratory technician, two secretaries 
and a former surgeon now 
specializing in occupational medi- 
cine) the clinic overseas some 
6,500 patient-visits per year. 

One of the most intriguing func- 
tions of OHS is the program of 
annual health examinations for 
workers who influence the safety of 
the public. The program has been 
recently expanded so that 2,000 
people annually — police officers, 
firefighters, uuck drivers, operators 
of heavy equipment and others are 
checked for health status, vision, 
hearing and freedom from drug 
abuse. 

They all receive health-promo- 
tion counseling, including the 
classic "fatboy" lecture and the 
"smoker's graph" for those still 
using cigarettes. 

Tte city physkian's current cm-' 
sade is to persuacfe everyone to stayi 
lean by doing 30 minutes of aertHiic 
activity each day jogging, stair- 
9qq)ing or whatever it takra. 

Gtecupational health is also 
concerned with protecting woricers 
exposed to infectious diseases as 
tlwy serve the public in em^eiK;y 
situations. 

The federal government has es- 
tablished many regulations to pro- 
tect workers from lead, asbestos, 
ntHse, toxic materials and tubo-- 
cult^is so that many tests must be 
(kxie in OHS and results retained on 
file for many yeare. 

We're getting them faster com- 
putei^ to help with that job! 

First and last, though, tte great 
thing about occupational health is 
the treatment of injuries, mostly 
those.mimx' s|Mains, and strains md 
little cuu that one might tend to 
overlook when you're busily 
w«king. 

It's a city "rule" however, to 
tidse such j(^relaied things to the 



clinic for evaluation. It's nice to 
know that problems are not over- 
looked, or to have the nurses order a 
change in your job until you've 
recovoed. 

Sometimes, it's even nice to 
have a pat on the back and hear "it's 
ok; you can continue to work safely 
with this one." 

The professionals responsible for 
occupational health understand the 



interests of the city, but believe 
those interests are best served when 
the City's employees are promptly 
and appropriately cared iac. 

Isn't it nice to know that our 
police officers and firefighters have 
someone else concerned about 
them, beside their families and 
fellow workers?

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is being placed in a suitable home, 
but also works very hard to docu- 
ment the child's life up to the time 
they meet their adt^ve parents. 

"I realized that for many of these 
children their life begins at age 7 or 
9," she stated. "I went bade once to 
a foster home where a child who 
was going to be adqMed had lived. I 
got a tooth. A tooth! I got a birth- 
day party invitaticm. The child was 
thrilled. We had some of that child's 
hislwy." 

Willman was not only excited 
about her find by the impact m the 
child whose history she had docu- 
mented as well. 

"We now make what we call 
"Lifebodcs." We ask foster parents 
to help save reminders fm the child 
of special days or significant 
events. That way the child can take 
the book with him when he returns 
home or when he is adopted. 
Adoption isn't wiping the slate 
clean; it is adding to their life." 

Twitty'S passion is training 
programs. 

"We have had some real suc- 
cesses," he said. "One of our 
biggest problems, and this might 
surprise you, is that many of our 
clients don't know how to read. We 
have a literacy program. We also 
have a GED program. Once they 
can read they can learn a job skill." 

The problem with such a pro- 
gram is that daycare funds have 
been cut 

"How are we supposed to get 
people into classes if they don't 
have a place to put their children?" 
Twitty asked. "We want people to 
know that without the daycare 
available we cannot expect these 
people to be able to stay in class. 
Somebody has got to take care of 
the children. I would like people to 
know this. We need more daycare 
money." 

And what about those food 
stamps? 

"People think we just give out 
free food," laughed Willman. 



"A lot of tinws peqjie see some- 
body who driv^ a nice car or lives 
in a nice neighborhood buying food 
with food stamps and they think 
that person is not telling us the 
tfuth about their situation," Twitty 



"But they might have taken the 
reqxmsibility of accepting an older 
relative into their home who quali- 
fies for that type of assistance. Or 
they might have a special needs 
child who qualifies fw that type of 
assistance. Many times people just 
don't know the whole story," he 
continued. 

Food stamps are Pat Warren's 
areaofexpotise. 

Warren is the administrator of the 
financial services programs through 
the Department of Social Services 
in Virginia Beach. 

"Sometimes pe(q)le will call us 
and tell us about a neighbor or 
someone they saw buying food 
with food stamps. Often they don't 
have the entire story. But we do in- 
vestigate every complaint that 
comes in," Warren emphasized. 

And if there is fraud? 

"Without the help of people who 
might have information regarding 
this type of thing, we would proba- 
bly not be able to lake the steps we 
need to take," Warren stated. 
"Sometimes we might have a 
woman who has told us that her 
husband has left her, but in fact he 
is still residing in the home. A re- 
port from a neighbor can alert us to 
this problem." 

It's a difficult job to determine el- 
igibility and follow up on com- 
plaints. 

"We have approximately 100 
workers." These 100 workers make 
up part of the 300 worker strong 
Social Services Department. 

"But we want people to apply if 
they need assistance," she said. 
"Sometimes people who could re-, 
ally benefit from the program are 
the last ones to admit that they need 
this. We don't want people to be 
afraid. We want to help."

What is hard to play in strong 
winds, but kind of fun in the 
rain? 

The answer is a brisk game of 
Frisbee™. 

But if you thought that the 
only way to play Frisbee™ was 
with two M' three people at the 
beach, then pess again. 

Chris Culver, a 1990 graduate 
of the Naval Academy and now 
an officer on a nuclear submarine, 
played Frisbee™ as a team sport 
for two years at Anmqmlis, Md. 

By using word of mouth and 
advertising, he is trying to set up 
a league of Frisbee™ players in 
this area. It has been slow going. 
Ten people have shown an inter- 
est. 

Culver would like to get 
enough people involved to set up 
separate teams and start a league, 
but he realizes that he must start 
slow. 

The game he loves the most is 
a team sport called Ultimate 
Frisbee™, which hai similarities 
to other sports while still being 
its own game. 

"The field is set up almost like 
a football field," he says. "It's the 
shape oi the football field but not 
the size — a square with two end 
zones." 

He added, "There are seven 
people on a team. Basically you 
score points by having someone 
in the end zone catch it. You 
have to throw it. You can't move 
when you catch the Frisbee™." 

Possession of the plastic disc 



changes hands by intercq)tion or 
if a member of one team drops it. 
Culver added that when catch- 
ing the Frisbee™, "there's also a 
10-count" for the player to throw. 
There are three positions on a 
seven person Ultimate Frisbee™ 
team: two forwards, three mid- 
dlemen and two longmen. 

"The forward is the guy who 
goes out really active where the 
Frisbee is, kind of like a guard in 
basketball. The middlemen would 
be used to take the Frisbee™ after 
a turnover and move it back down 
toward your goal. The longmen 
are your tall guys who would be 
abte to get the Frisbee™, waiting 
in the end zone," Culver ex- 
plained. 

It is a noncontact game with 
no tackling allowed. 

"In fact, it's a foul if you actu- 
ally touch the guy with the 
Frisbee™," he continued. 

There is no doubting Culver 
loves the sport. "You'll be run- 
ning the whole game. You get in 
great shape and it's fun. 
Something is continuously hap- 
pening." 

Culver has not always been a 
Frisbee™ player. In fact, he has 
not always been interested in 
sports. In high school he shot a 
rifle and was a Polish danctf hx a 
local ethnic group. 

"I did not do a lot of organized 
skills in high school. I had pretty 
good grades," he explained. 

When he went off to the Naval 
Academy, he was on the debate 
team for two years.

Owners 
are fighting mad at vandals

Tracy Kuzlcr's parents, Bob and 
Minnie Ncry, were delighted when 
their creative daughter gave them a 
mailbox shaped like a turtle. The 
brown, yellow and green turtle has 
attracted a lot of attention. Unfortu- 
nately, not all of the attention has 
been good. 

"It's taken a real beating," Bob 
Nery said. Vandals have hit the tur- 
tle several limes. "Every time it 
gets hit, I straighten it out." 

For Nery this is an especially 
painful blow. Not only are vandals 
mutilating his mailbox, but they 
are desvoying a work of art — art- 
work that his daughter is becoming 
famous for. 

"They hit it one night and I 
suaighiened it out. The very next 
night I heard a car stop and then 
they hit it real good again," he 
lamented. 

Ricky Barton is just as frusuaicd. 
"My father-in-law, Jim Stariing, 
makes these mailboxes," Barton 
explained. He pointed to several 
mailboxes that look like liule train 
engines. "He just does it for fun. 
He's made some for friends and 



family. We think they're real cute." 

Barton returned home a few 
weeks ago to find his mailbox dam- 
aged. 

'They nearly beat it to death," he 
observed. Starling repaired the 
boxes. And one of them has been 
moved back far enough from that 
street that it will be difficult for 
vandals to attack it in the future. 

"But then the post office isn't 
happy," Barton said. "They need the 
boxes close to the road to make 
their job easier." 

According to Barton, it does not 
matter if the boxes are decorated or 
not. "Someone came down the road 
and beat every one of the boxes for 
about a mile," Barton said. "Ours 
probably held up better than some 
of the metal ones." 

'This type of act is the same as 
vandalizing someone's personal 
property," a postal employee, who 
asked not to be identified, said. "If 
you find out who has been doing 
this, I hope you'll tell me because 
my mailbox was vandalized last 
week." 

Master Police Officer Lou Thurs- 
ton, who is a media relations officer 
in Virginia Beach, agreed. "This is

desuuction of personal property. It 
is a Class 1 misdemeanor; it can 
carry a fine of up to $2,500 and up 
to a year in jail." 

Postal inspectors aren't amused 
by the prank, which seems to mipt 
in the Pungo/Princess Anne area 
from time to time. A mail carrier 
cannot leave mail in a badly dam- 
aged mail box. 

"It can be aggravating because 
then it interferes with the citizens 
receiving their mail," postal inspec- 
tor and public information officer 
Marty Davis explained. 

Although it is a problem that the 
owner of the mailbox must correct, 
the post office does not ignore 
complaints. "A lot of people do not 
even know what a postal inspector 
does," Davis said. "We carry guns; 
we can arrest people." 

Postal inspectors work directly 
with local law enforcement. Davis 
said he feels residents whose mail- 
boxes have been vandalized should 
notify their local police department 
as well as their post office. If the 
box is beyond repair, or it is going 
to take a while to replace, the post 
office will work with residents to 
ensure that their mail service is not 
intenupied. 

"Many times there will be a series 
of these mailbox attacks," Hiurston 
said. "Then someone will brag, or 
tell some friends what he did. 
Sometimes we will receive an 
anonymous tip through Crime 
Solvers. We might arrest someone 
for another crime, and they might 
tell us about an individual who has 
daicthis."

City council's action could be solution to Military Highway problems

Anyone who thinks that you 
can't please everyone wasn't at the 
last Virginia Beach City Council 
meeting. 

At issue was a Military Highway 
construction [xoject of the Virginia 
Department of Transporution 
(VDOT), which is already 50 per- 
cent complete. 

But the people who live ot own 
businesses along the stretch had 
their own ideas about certain im- 
{vovements. 

Not only that, but councilwoman 
Louisa M. Strayhom showed a vid- 
eo of the area to point up the con- 
cerns of the people. 

The project calls (ot the construc- 



tion of an eight-lsme divided high- 
way from the Norfolk city limit to 
IncUan River and a six-lane divided 
highway fixMn Indian River Road to 
the Chesapeake city limit, about 
1.63 miles. Bids were opened Nov. 
25 — 1992 that is — and construc- 
tion proceeded Jan. 19, 1993. 

Sut May 24. Public Works Di- 
rector Ralph Smith met with repre- 
sentatives of the Elizabeth River 
Shores civic League to hear about 
the changes they wanted. They were 
concerned about a proposed traffic 
signal, a median break and subdivi- 
sion entrance locations for access 
between their subdivision and Mili- 
tary Highway. 

What the citizens wanted would 
cost $404,313 more, with the city 



paying 2 pocent and VDOT pitch- 
ing in 98 percent. It also meant a 
six-month time delay on the pro- 
ject 

Everybody seemed hi4)py Tuesday 
with a proposal by the city when 
some add&ional chaiges were added, 
some to satisfy the business inter- 
ests. 

The additions include turn lanes 
at Brockman Avenue (cul-de-sacs 
for the Elizabeth River Shores ser- 
vice road would be needed); retain- 
ing the light at the' Wayside Inn 
(while providing a fully signalized 
Elizabedi River Shores entrance and 
a median bnak at Brockman Ave- 
nue), and, retaining the median 
break in front of the Duron Paint 
Company Moie, 



.John Herzke, the city engineer 
who tried hard to accommodate ev- 
erybody, expressed some concern 
about having lights just 400 feet 
apart. He said the he couldn't think 
of any signals in the city which 
were that close. 

The city also added to its recom- 
mendations — most of the ottwrs 
conformed to the citizens' requests 
— providing fully signalized en- 
trance and median breaks at the cur- 
rent Drift Tide Condos entrance.

City is aimost ready to introduce 'seawaii* 

Beach erosion control plan 
is finally taking shape here

Plans for the $92 million beach 
erosion control and hurricane pro- 
tection project, more familiarly 
known as the "seawall," are far 
enough along to introduce to the 
general public during a year-long 
ooonlinated campaign. 

In his first report on the plan in 
11 months, Cari Thoren, beach 
nuuiagement engineer for the city, 
told Virginia Beach City Council 
last week that the draft of the local 
cooperative agreement should be 
completed in December of this year, 
public information coordination 
should be completed July 19 of 
next year and real estate acquisition 
should begin in September of 1994. 

Thoren said the design is not far 
enough along to start real estate 
acquisition now, but that he hoped 
it would not involve too miKsh real 
estate. 

Work is expected to begin in 
S^tember of 1996 with tlw project 
completion set for March 1999. 

The city's share in the project, 
which is being built as a joint ef- 
fort between the city and the federal 
government, is $32.2 million with 
federal funds taking care of the rest 
The cost was increased by $12 
million (from $80 million) to 
satisfy the city's request that pumps 
rather than a gravity system be used 
to carry off the discharge. 

Thoren said the city has also 
requested that the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers participate in the 
NcMth Beach storm drainage project 
that is included in the city's capital 
program. This would save the city 
several million dollars more. 

Also, he said, the Corps planned 



to work on the project year-round, 
but Beach officials want to restrict 
work to off-season. 

Thoren said that last August the 
figure was $80 million, based on 
directing storm water off shore by 
gravity. The staff would not agree 
to that, he said, because Virginia 
Beach would be flooded during 
hurricanes. He added that the Corps 
has agreed to go wiUi the pump 
system with dlschaqte of offshore. 

The project extends from Rudee 
Inlet to 89th Street and consisu of 
a seawall from Rudee Inlet to 58th 
Street, a boardwalk ending at 40th 
Street where the i»esent boardwalk 
ends, sand repleni^ment and storm 
drainage. 

Earlier plans called for a 16.7- 
foot seawall, which would have 
extended above the boardwalk, but 
it was obvious, said Thoren, that 
that proposition wouldn't fly. 

The Corps' iww plan presented 
last August shows a 13,5-foot wall 
with a new boardwalk over the top 
of the existing boardwalk, meeting 
the top of the wall so that the wall 
would not be perceived as a wall. 
To make up for the last height, 
Thoren said, the height of the beach 
replenishment had to be increased to 
nine feet above mean sea level and 
to 100 feet wide before sloping 
toward the water. 

That would make the beach with 
the length of a football field. 

Above 58th Street the dunes will 
be re-enforced and the berms 
augmented where necessary, but 
many sections of the north beach 
already exceed the plan require- 
ments. 

Sand for the project will be ob-

tained (rffshore and pumped onto the 
beach, eliminating the need for 
tucking. Five million cubic yards 
of sand will be needed for the 
project 

The Corps has focused the source 
at the east end of Thimble Shoal, 
but the city is hoping that some 
area closo- to the operation could be 
used. 

Sand replenishment should be 
needed every three years at a cost of 
S5.2 million, of which the city's 
share would be $1.8 million, That 
is not more than what the city is 
spending now, Thoren said. 

Without the seawall, Thoren 
said, a stonn like the 1993 hunl- 
cane would cause $102 million in 
damages and one like the 1962 
storm, $50 million. 

Hurricane Hugo, which hit the 
South Carolina coast in 1989, cost 
$7 billitm in damages in Charleston 
and die surrounding communities. 

The project would protect more 
than 21,000 jobs, of which 16,000 
are full time and approximately 
2000 commercial and residentlid 
structures. He said that the seawall 
would protect the current economy 
firom devastating lou. 



The project will do nothing to 
protect against rain damage, but 
will protect against coastal water 
created by 40-year storms. 

Thoren said that he did not know 
yet how many pumps would be 
needed, but three pumps at least 
would be installed south of 40th 
Street 

Some research also is being done 
on what impact, if any, tlw 12- 
month construcdon program will 
have on loggerhead turtle nesting. 

The city now will have to pay 
more attention to other beaches in 
the city, Thoren said, and rec- 
ommended an overall beach man- 
agement plan. He said the city 
needed to put its attention on other 
beaches that are accessible to tiw 
public which it is already doing in 
Ocean Park. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that North End residents do not 
want a special tax, such as the one 
being considered for the Sandbridge 
community. And commercial hiter- 
ests definitely want no construction 
during the tourist season. 

It would be like putting the 
Beach out of business for the 
SMSon, she added.

Local man recalls the valor of D-Day 
predecessors at Operation Overlord activities 



Jason Slaughter 
assumes Air Force 
color guard duties 
in Normandy

OMAHA BEACH, NORMAN- 
DY, FRANCE — The rocky, 
wind-swept beaches called Om- 
aha and Utah on the coast of 
Normandy are quiet now, the 
wind carrying only the cool, fresh 
salt fragrance of the sea and the 
sounds of seagulls as they hunt for 
food along the state. 

However, the scars of a battle 
that swept over this coastal farm 
and pasture land SO years ago still 
remain, as concrete bunkers, rust- 
ing artillery guns, and huge 
craters from exploding shells re- 
mind the visitor of the pivotal bat- 
tle that was the beginning of the 
end for Nazi Germany, yet cost 
the United States more than 3,000 
dead and wounded on the first day 
alone. 

Fifty years later, the son of a 
Virginia Beach couple joined 
thousands of veterans of Opera- 
tion Overlord, known today as the 
D-Day invasion, who returned to 
pay tribute to the service and sac- 
rifice of those who died, as well 
as those who survived one of the 
most bloody and deqjerate battles 
of World Warn. 

Air Force Airman 1st Class Ja- 
son V. Slaughter, son of Sheldon 
D. and Kathy L. Slaughtw of 3912 
Hill Ridge Ct., is a storage spe- 
cialist who provided essential 
support to a multiservice task 
force composed of over 2,300 
Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine 
and Coast Guard members. 

The task force, spread among 
many of Normandy's scenic towns 
and villages, provided a myriad of 
services for the commemoration, 
including a aerial transportation 
of dignitaries and ceremony offi- 
cials, assisting local French con- 
struction workers with building 
seating stands and podiums, tele- 
phone communications, ground 
transportation and police security. 
Slaughter, as well as everyone 
involved in the event's prepara- 
tions, took his duties seriously. 

"I'm tasked with ceremonial 
duties with the Air Force, includ- 
ing color guard arid usher duties," 
explained Slaughter. 
The ceremony placed round-

the-clock work on some units in 
order to support activities such as 
aircraft maintenance, and com- 
munications between all the 
sites, preparing for thousands of 
veterans and other visitors atten- 
ding the commemoration. 

For Slaughter, however, the 
work he was doing was quite dif- 
ferent from what he does at his 
home station.

heard fascinating accounts of the 
D-Day invasion from veterans on 
the streets and in local taverns in 
villages like Ste. Mere Eglise, 
where the U.S. Army's 82nd Air- 
borne Division landed and subse- 
quently captured the city. 

A replica of U.S. paratrooper 
Private John Steele still hangs 
from the church in Ste. Mere 
EgliK town square where he orig- 
inally was entangled while at- 
tempting to land on D-Day and 
later captured by the Germans. 

For many of the soldiers the 
experience of being in Normandy 
and taking part in the commemo- 
ration, as well as the friendship 
displayed by the French people, 
left a profound impression. And 
because they train to do what the 
soldiers of D-Day did, they could 
relate to the men who landed and 
fought here in 1944. 

"If I could, I would bring back 
all those who died at this battle 
site to show them their efforts 
made a difference and that every- 
one really appreciates what they 
did." 



Although most of the service 
members arc here because their 
units tasked them to come, most 
agreed that the commemoration is 
a worthy event they would attend, 
even if they weren't required to 
be a part of it. 

"I knew this was a very special 
opportunity, and I wanted to pass 
on to other people what I experi- 
enced here. This is an anniversary 
that millions of people will talk 
and read about." 

Worid War II ended nearly 50 
years ago, at a cost of millions of 
lives. However, for Slaughter, 
the veterans of that war, and the 
French citizens who have ervrted 
monuments to the Americans and 
France's liberation, the event will 
prove to be an ongoing reminder 
that freedom and peace are pre- 
cious gifts no people or nation 
can afford to tose. 

"Everyone needs to realize and 
appreciate the historical value 
and impact this battle made on 
everyone. 1 think every important 
battle needs to be recognized."

This particular day, cruise-goers 
woe not 10 be disappointed. 

"Today we have an added treat," 
Virginia Marine Science Museum 
interpreter Rick Contreras an- 
nounced over the intercom. "That's 
been a whale sighted off Dam Neck, 
so we're going to head on over there 
first. What you'll want to look for 
is a qxNit of v/aier coming up from 
the ocean." 

And with that announcement, the 
Miss Virginia Beach was undoway. 
"How many minutes. Daddy? 
How many minutes?" an eager 
Emily Buike, 9, questioned her fa- 
ther Daniel as the boat slowly be- 
gan its journey. Unfortunately, 
once the boat ffirived off Dam Neck, 
the whale was nowhere to seen, but 
plenty of dolphins were. 

"Well, looks like we're not doing 
to see Mr. Whale today," Contreras 
said, "but look what we've got here 
at about 3 o'clock, off the bow." 

The participants itished to the ricte 
side of the boat. There, bobbing in 
and out of the rolling water, two 
bottlenose dolphins ran alongside 
the Miss Virginia Beach. 

Camoas clkked. Children gasped 
in awe. And McCabe simply 
grinned and said, "litis is great!" 

Although he gets his fill of 
dolphin watching and more, these 
graceful creatures never cease to 
amaze Contreras, who often brings 
his two young daughters along for 
the ride. 

"I started interpreting for the mu- 
seum this winter, and last year I 
mainly helped out as a volunteer. It 
took a while, but thank goodness I 
lucked into this job with the mu- 
seum," the retired Navy man re- 
lated. 

To be fluent on the topic of dol- 
phins, Contreras had to undergo 
O'aining courses through the mu- 
seum, yet admitted he is still con- 
stantly learning about these crea- 
tures. 

"There's no specific path we take 
during each tour. One day we may 
go over near Dam Neck, and an- 
other Mmewhere else. It dq)ends «i 
where the dolphins are. And some- 
times we do get to see a whale. But 
today we didn't; he's getting back at 
me." 



As an intefpreter. it's Contreras' 
job to tell peq}le what to look for 
when dolphin watching. 

Contreras estimates the dolphin 
population off the Virginia BetKsh 
coastline to currently number 
around 200. 

"They're here from early April 
through October," he continued. 
"Then they migrate to the wanner 
waters off Florida, Geoi^ia and 
southward...places we want to go 
ourselves when it gets cooler." 

During the Dolphin Watches, 
Contreras is quick to point out 
other wildlife which they happen 
upon. This day, for example, an 
osptey with a large fish in his talon 
was spied. He also gives informa- 
tion about dolphins' p»sonaIities. 

"They may seem like they're 
playful, but I don't know if we 
should call them affectionate. We 
do know they're curious. There have 
been instances when they have 
pushed a drowning person to shore, 
but it's an natural experience from 
them pushing their young to get a 
first heath of air." 



Invariably, Contreras said, he is 
asked the familiar question, "Is that 
Ripper?" He has one response to 
that. 

"I just say, 'No, that's one of his 
cousins,'" he laughed. "Usually, it's 
kids who ask me that." 

Contreras urged anyone looking 
for a family outing or way to enter- 
tain guests ID try a Dolphin Watch. 

"It's great! I don't get tired of it, 
and I do it all the time! For me, it's 
w(»k and play all rolled into one. 
Plus, I meet a lot of locals and lots 
of tourists. This is really some- 
thing for ev^body. We can practi- 
cally guarantee that you're going to 
see dolphins and other wildlife out 
there, a lot better than you will 
fixrni the beach!"

of 1987. Hiis tragedy was a "rude 
awakening" to the impwtant con- 
nection between the East Coast 
dolphin pqxilation and die coastal 
waters of Virginia Fv this reason, 
a Marine Animal Stranding Pro- 
gram was formed, and members 
became committed to the rescuing, 
rehabilitating and researching of 
marine animals. 

Operation Dolphin's totals top- 
ped last year's count Volunteers 
counted ^)|xx>ximately 340 dol- 
phins in 1993. Saturday they came 
up with a 1 5 to 20 pocent increase. 

"We were really hoping for an 
increase." said Smith. "It's (tefi- 
nitely looking good." 

Not only were the staff, volun- 
teers and dolphins part of Satur- 
day's activities, but other mem- 
bers of the community showed 
their supprat as well. People who 
were just passing by also became 
curious and stqiped to see what 
was going on.

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Geological odyssey takes Beach 
teachers from mountains to sea

Teachers from Portsmouth and 
Vojina Beach recently pertici{»ted 
in Radfcnd University's Summer 
Geology Field School. 

Orena Cassidy of Green Run 
High School. Arthur Esenberg of 
I.C. Notcom High School and 
Rixey Wilcher of Cox High School 
w«e three of 24 Virginia teachers 
who were part of such the rare 
geological odyssey, an experience 
which took them out of the 
classroom and into the field for a 
wh(de month. 

From the high mountains to the 
low seas, they dug for fossils and 
leaned geotogy techniques such as 
mapping, ditta collection and obser- 



vation and scioitiflc reasoning. 

During the final week of this 
hands-on adventure, teacbas studied 
the geology of the state by experi- 
encii^ a grand tour at Virginia. 

"From the mountains to the sea, 
Virginia has five distinct geologic 
provinces and presents a perfect op- 
portunity for the teachers," ex- 
plained Blaine Friedlander, senior 
scioice writer. 

In spite of a wide range of time- 
consuming experiences, which in 
one instance. Wilcher described as 
"a dam-bang, rip-roaring, whale-of- 
a-roller coaster ride through time," 
and the extreme heat of each day, 
Wilcher, was never too tired to pro- 
vide daily reports on his "geology 
odyssey." 

At the end of the experience de- 
scribed above. Wilcher said. "We

were a little breathless, glassy-eyed 
and maybe even a bit queasy. We 
were glad we had come along for 
the ride." 

Beginning the month-long geo- 
l<%kal ventiBe in Radf(»d. Wilcher 
opened his informative and humor- 
ous journal with the following 
words. "I began our first day of 
class with a great deal of excite- 
ment, anticipation and not a little 
apprehension. Would we mAp a 
previously unknown rock forma- 
tion? Would we discover gold in 
them thar hills? Would we get shot 
crossing an irate farmer's fiekl? We 
had no idea 

"The background of the 24-mem- 
ber class was almost as broad as the 
tasks that lay before us. They came 
from all over the state — some 
from Radford itself and many from 
as far away as Virginia Beach and 
Northern Neck. There are teachers 
of earth science as well as special 
ediKation and social studies. One 
thing I new for sure — for the next 
several weeks it would be a rocky 
road in more ways than one. 

"One of our fim tasks was to re- 
view the basics of minnal and rock 
identiflcation. We tested mineral 
content, smicture, lust^ and hard- 
ness. We related mineral and rock 
identities to real rock structures to 
I»tqpare for the field trip on ... " 

Because caning with questions 
and adding a little humor to each 
day's journal was not uncommm 
for Wilcher, Tuesday's rqxvt began. 
"After reviewing rocks and miner- 
als, we left on the firat of sevwal 
field \sips with our leado^: Radford 
geologists Jon Tso. Skip Watts and 
Gwdon Love. We had to adc our- 
selves. "Tk>. Watts Love gotta do 
widi?"

To Russia with love: Beacin 
delegation visits sister city 

Take journey to Moscow as show 
of goodwill between two cities

Nancy Parker will never again 
take her American roots for 
granted. 

The city councilwoman and 10 
other Virginia Beach residents re- 
cendy returned frran a 10-day trip 
to Russia, where they stayed in 
the resort area's sister city, 
Centralia. Much like a borough 
of Kempsville here, Centralia is a 
section of Moscow — actually 
the seat of power. 

Although the journey was a 
goodwill mission, Parker and the 
odiers made valuable inroads in 
die business, education and gov- 
ernment sectors. 

Visiting widi Parker were her 
two daughters, Casey. 13, and 
Jessica, 15; Police Chief Charles 
Wall; Director of Economic 
Development Andrew Burk^ and 
his wife, Kathryn; Van H. 
Cunningham, co-founder of

president of die Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce and Uie 
Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, and his wife, Ruth;

Valerii Kazunin, a Russian di- 
rector of foreign relations who 
visited Virginia Beach last year 
through the sister city program, 
served as the visitors' host. 
Parker couldn't help but lavish 
him with comments. 

"Valerii was just superb; we 
couldn't want for anything. We 
thought transpOTtation was going 
to be a problem, but he had it 
ready for us all times," she 
smiled. 

They often emerged from the 
comfortable van to make dieir 
own iqi-closA-observations about 
Russian life. 

"Free enterprise is really start- 
ing to take hold," she noted, 
pouring dvough photographs and 
pulling out a picture of the group 
shopping at small kiosks. 

From recent years to centuries 
ago, the Beach visitors also got a 
good taste of Russian history. 
Trips to elaborate cathedrals 
landed widi more modon fare. 

"At one point we visited die 
Moscow Arena, where the 
Olympics were held in 1980, but 
the United States boycotted diem 
that year. I took a run around die 
track, waving to die imaginary

"How long do I have to work this lousy job? If only I'd gone (tfter my 

diploma..." 
"Why isn't my Ud doing better in school? If only he went to that nicer 

one on the other side of town..." 

If only. Unfortunately, it has become a catch-all phrase for 
Americans unwilling to accept responsibility for their own 
problems, whatever the case may be. 

For a good majority of Americans, crime in their own 
backyards is the major concern. And certainly in a metropolitan 
area like Hampton Roads, residents aren't unfamiliar with the 
criminal elements. Just pick up a daily newspaper and you will 
be deluged with reports of the most recent robbery, rape or 
murder. 

The good people of Portsmouth are no strangers to the bad 
rap their city has received from the media in recent years about 
its crime rate. But instead of sitting back and moaning "if 
only...," they are taking the bull by the horns themselves. 

The Portsmouth Police Depanment readily admits its 
manpower is too small to handle the population, yet it plugs 
along. The residents and business owners of this city know this 
— and they aren't waiting for someone else to solve their own 
problems. 

Rather, they are educating themselves to recognize potential 
problems in their own neighborhoods. It may mean having a 
word with a stranger who has recently taken to hanging out on 
the street comer, watching the teen-ager roaming the streets at 
all hours of the night, checking and re-checking locks and 
patrolling neighborhoods regularly. Portsmouth's 
Neighborhood Watch program, in fact, has already proven 
remarkably successful...and continues to grow by leaps and 
bounds. 

Now the city has launched a 10-weck Citizens Police 
Academy, another fint for Hampton Roads. Twenty people are 
enrolled in the special program, which will be conducted three 
times a year. Participants are taking all the insight they have 
learned about law enforcement back to their individual 
communities. From learning about the SWAT team to the 
basics of firing a weapon, these citizens are getting hands-on 
expericnM on the inner wakings of their police department. 

Portsmouth may not be the richest city, but its residents are 
overflowing in other areas: guts, detemiination and heart. 

From Norfolk to Virginia Beach, Chesapeake to Suffolk, 
other Hampton Roads cities would do well to take a cue from 
Portsmouth. "If only" they would meet the challenge. Are there 
any takers? ■— V.L.E.

But the grand jury was not allowed to immediately 
indict him because news of the abuse became known 



and the jurists heard about it. This "denied him an 
impartial trial." Why? 

One of the TV news savants said that now the jury 
knew he was a wife beater, but that did not prove he 
was a murderer. So the jury couldn't figure that out? 

If and when the cases goes to trial, his record of 
wife beating may be suppressed because it would tend 
to "prejudice" the jury against Simpson. Well, why 
hot? Along with the other proof, his treatment of his 
wife certainly should be a factor. 

In almost every case today there is a conference 
about how much the jury should be told.

The RNLI de- 
pends on voluntary contiibutions 
for its income. Men of the RNLI 
have saved more than 1 19,000 lives 
since its founding in 1824.

Destroyers are named for 
heroes, and this Aegis destroyer 
will be everlasting memorial to my 
son Robert Dean Stediem," Navy 
veteran Richard Stethem said here 
today. 

"The strength, coun^e and perse- 
verance my son exemplified in the 
final hours of his life are what 
Amoica is all about He was repre- 
senting you and me when he gave 
his life for his country." 

Widi mott dian 1,000 guests on 
hand, dw U.S. Navy's newest Aegis 
guided missile desboyer was chris- 
tened "Stethem" at Ingalls 
Shipbuilding division of Litton 
Industries in l^iscagoula Saturday. 

The new ship, DDG 63, is named 
in honor of Petty Officer Robert 
Dean Stediem, USN, (1961-1985). 
Steelworker Second Class (DV) 
Stediem, a Seabee and Navy diver, 
with family in Virginia Beach, was 
posdiumously awarded die Purple 
Heart and die Bronze Star for brav- 
ery and heroism as a victim of die 
terrorist hijacking of TransWwld 
Airlines Flight 847 to Beirut, 
Lebanon June 14, 1985, while re- 
turning from Nea Makri, Greece. 

Petty Officer Stediera's mother, 
Patricia L. Stediem, DDG 63's 
qmnsor, said, "My son — our hero 
— matte die ultimate sacrifke. 

"Fbr our family, dus Aegis de- 
stroyer rqiresents die very special 
inner strength and fortitude Robert 
so silently endured in die final 
hours of his life," she said. 

"That is what Robert's enemy had 
to deal with ... a mighty force. 
Mighty and powerful, this ship so 
appropriately symbolizes Robert's 
strength. Our family is very proud 
that die Navy selected our son to be 
honored with such a lasting memo- 
rial." 

At die conclusion of die cere- 
mraiy, Stethem christened the new 
ship "in the name of the United 
States and in hoior of our son and 
Ixodier. God bless diis ship and all 
wIk) serve at)oard and may every 
misam be axxessful and safe."

Stediem Sierralta and daughters-in- 
law, Yvonne Ellis Stethem and 
Kadierine Curtis Stediem, (bodi of 



Viiginia Beach) served as die cere- 
mony's matrons of honors. Lauren 
Sierralta, die qxmsOT's granddaugh- 
ter, served as maid of honor. 

John J. Kuesters, deputy program 
manager for Aegis, office of die as- 
sistant secretary of die Navy, slated 
diat "Petty Officer's Stediem's 
tragic (teadi reminds us of die dan- 
gers our military men and women 
face. This ship is named fcx' a brave 
young Navy man who died serving 
his country. We need more ships 
like 'Stethem — and mwe heroes 
like Robert Dean Stediem." 

CapL Joseph A. Camevale, su- 
pervisor of shipbuilding at 
Pascagoula, said, "We are working 
as a team to make 'Stediem' die 
best of the best, and once com- 
pleted, diis ^ip will be turned over 
to America's best young men and 
women." 

DDG 63 is 504 feet tong and has 
a beam of 59 feet. Four gas turbine 
engines will power the 8,300-ton 
ship to speeds above 30 knots. 
'Stediem' will operate widi aircraft 
carriers and batde groups, in high- 
dueat environments, and will also 
provide essential escort curabilities 
to Navy and Marine Corps 
amphibious f(xt:es, combat logis- 
tics sidps and ctmvoys. 

The ship will be qi^ated by a 
crew of ai^HOximately 340 officers 
and crewmembers and will join die 
U.S. Pacific Fleet following deliv- 
ery by Ingalls in 1995.

I was curious as to how the 
AssesscM-'s (MBce was able to assess 
all that prqxirty in such a sh(»t qnn 
(tf time. 1 was infomied that com- 
pute- agisted mass !q>inaisal tech- 
niques provided a m^^ tool in ac- 
compli^ing the task. 

It seems that evoy prq)eity in the 
city has a computer reconi with de- 
scrq)tive information relating to the 
land and improvemoit characteris- 
tics. The record also holds data show- 
ing when the pix^ity last sold. 

Using this information the 
assessor's staff is able to determine 
die accuracy of current assessments 
and make die necessary adjustments 
to Mng assesanoits in line with cur- 
rent market transactions. 

Assessments, I am told, can in- 
crease, decrease or stay the same as 
directed by the market data present in 
a particular neighborhood, hi a given 
year, some neighborhoods in die city 
will show appreciation while oUiers 
remain static. Still oOxt neighba- 
hoods will show a decline in prq)erty 
values. 

The assessor's goal is to have as- 
sessments reflect die maiket trends in 



die various neighborhoods. 

As with most odier city agencies, 
die Assessor's Offke has hek! die 
line on adding new positions in die 
past years, even when faced widi die 
tremendous growdi die city experi- 
enced in die 1970's and 1980's. 

In fact, I was surprised to learn that 
die assessor has a smaller staff today 
dianinl991! 

As a fellow taxpayer, I am pain- 
fully aware of die burden real estate 
taxes can place on many of our citi- 
zens. Many homeowners have seat 
dieir assessnents increase dramati- 
cally since die original purchase of 
their homes. 

That is why I am particulariy inter- 
ested in the Senior Citizen and Dis- 
abled Persons Tax Exemption Pro- 
gram diat die Assessor's Office ad- 
ministers. Rvdie 1994 tax yew, 1 450 
citizens had their real estates taxes 
either exnnpted, deferred or frozen. 

The tax savings to these individu- 
als exceeded $1 miUion dollars in 
1994. Apjsoximately 60 percent of 
die recipients had lOOpocentofdieir 
real estate taxes exempted. 1 encour- 
age all senior citizens widi a house- 
hokl income of $22,000 or less, and a 
net worth (excluding your home) not 
exceeding $70,000, to lode into diis 
program.

diousands of peqile in die stands 
who didn't get to see diem." 
Parker admitted. 

Yet despite die painstaking at- 
tention paid to Moscow's archi- 
tectural treasures as diey were 
built, the Americans couldn't 
help but notice die degradation of 
diese edifices today. 

"The upkeep of dieir city hall 
was very different from ours," 
Paricer commented widi a hint of 
dismay. "They hadn't done any- 
diing to refuibish it in the past 
25 years." 

"One thing diat was interesting 
to note," Van Cunningham added, 
"was diat in die corridor of city 
hall, diey had cases and cases for 
awards, but were completely bare. 
Evidendy during die changeover 
in 1991, all of die Communist 
diings were removed." 

Paiker did her own informal 
poll to learn Russians' biggest 
problem today, and got one 
overwhelming response, 
"Housing." 

There are no private homes in 
Moscow, she noted, and families 
are often crsunmed into two-room 
apartments. 

Skyrocketing inflatidn is also a 
problem. j 

"We were told tl^t before 
1991. diey had plenty of money, 
but nothing to buy; now diey 
have no money and too much to 
buy," Cunningham said, adding 
diat at last count, die exchange 
rate was 2.000 rubles to die dol- 
lar. 

"Life in Russia for die average 
person is very tough now," 
Paricer stated. "I am just very ap- 
preciative diat I am Amwican." 

She noted that although 
Russians are fiercely independent 
and loyal to dieir country, diey 
want to learn from America. But 
it's clear they don't want to leave 
their country.

"Probably, if anydiing. we had 
more pre-conceived ideas about 
diem dian they had about us," 
Parker said, adding the trip called 
for them to acclimate themselves 
to Russian customs. 

"For example, diey don't make 
eye contact and say 'hello' to 
strango^, which is something we 
do here all the time. We were die 
ones who had to make the ad- 
justments. But we realized they 
are going diough a lot of transi- 
tion now, and we had to remem- 
ber we were their guests," she 
continued. 

One of dieir customs is a huge 
dinner (actually the luncheon 
meal for Americans). 
Cunningham pleasandy groaned 



at the thought of all die good 
food. 

"Most of die time dinno- would 
start at 2 p.m., and we'd eat until 
3:30 or 4 p.m. You can't imagine 
all die food," he smiled. 

Their Russian hosts proved 
remaikably friendly, even shower- 
ing their guests with gifts at ev- 
ery chance. 

"We found diem to be die most 
gracious, warm, hospitable peo- 
ple there are — very positive and 
upbeat," Parker said, noting 
Virginia Beach can do nodiing 
but benefit from this cultural ex- 
change. 

"I feel like this relationship 
will grow. I can definitely see 
them coming here next," 
Cunningham added.

Many people erroneously assume 
that once an alcoholic stops drinldng 
the problems end A lot of alcoholics 
hope that this is true. I did. From the 
moment I asked for help the first 
time, I thought that ateohol was the 
problem. 

It didn't 
occur to me 
that under- 
neath the 
drinking 
were insecu- 
rities, memo- 
ries I wanted 
to blot out 
with a shot of 
rum (or two), 
and a tot of 
emotional 
healing that 
needed to 
take place. 

Staying so- 
ber is hard 
wcnk. Some 
weeks it is 
harder than alheis. 

Recently I found myself craving a 
drink. The craving wait beyond the 
tempore "what am I thinking" kind 
of thoughts I've had from time to 
time. I began to fantasize and think 
about certain drinks. I even began 
talking about drinking more than I 
normally do. One night I even woke 
up almost believing that I had been 
drinking; the dream about it was so 
real. 

At first I blamed this sudden desire 
on a change in schedule. School was 
ending for the year and my children 
would be home. I have often joked 
that if I'd known parenting was as 
difficult as it is, 1 would have saved 
my drinking for now. We established 
our summer routine, but the thoughts 
of drinking intensified. 

I mentally tried to search for a 
logical reason for this sudden big 
urge to blow 1 1 years of soWety on 
something as ridiculous as alcdiol. 
No answers came. I got in touch with 
some folks who are also struggling 
with sobriety. I make no claim to 
sanity, but I have healed enough to 
know that as an alcoholic I am not 
unique. 

Sure enough, I was innundated widi 
stories of atooholks returning to oki 
bdiaviors after 15 and 20 years of 



sobriety. It helped to know that other 
drunks have felt as crazy as I was 
feeling. 

Traditionally women drink for dif- 
foentreasons than men. A man might 
drink to relax or have a good time. A 
woman will often drink tocope. Many 
times it is easier for a woman to take 
a drink than to discipline a child, 
work on |nx)blems in a marriage or 
change careers. Many womea alco- 
holics don't binge drink, or even 
embarrass themselves by faUingdown 
at parties (v slurring their words. A 
lot of us just find ourselves craving 
diat "before bedtime drink." 

One of the best public stones I 
know aboutthis type of drinkingcame 
from Mary Tyler Moore, who once 
explained that while she was denying 
her addictton, she rationalized that 
she could not be an alcoholic because 
die always served horsd'oeuvres with 
her evoiing drinks. 

My parents taught me that some- 
times hard physical labor will allow a 
pawn to woA duough other issues. 
As I scraped the walls in my 
daughter's room so we could paint it, 
I was mentally sorting through my 
own psychic dirty latmdry. It was a 
painful process. 

I found myself weeping one after- 
noon because I realized that, like 
many women, I had made too many 
promises and simply could not keep 
them all. I was going to have to call 
people, tell them the truth, make 
amends where I could and move on. 
I had time to think about goals, and 
how let down I feel when I can't 
manage to juggle housework, 
childcare and csKer smoothly I be- 
gan to realize thatby not making time 
for pealing, I am allowing what little 
patch of sane ground I have found to 
slip away from me. 

Once agam I had to learn diat it is 
OK to ask for help. I asked for help 
with the redecorating project and re- 
ceived iL I asked for help with main- 
taining my sober status and got far 
more siq)port than I imagined was 
even available. Hardest of all was 
learning a lesson explained to me 
years ago by a vetoan at this struggle. 
"I've been sober tot 20 years," he 
said. "It nevCT gets m easier." 

I hate to admit it, but he's right 
Some of us are stumbling along try- 
ing to maintain our balance one dizzy 
stq) at a time.

dicals also. And here's support for 
them from a distinguished scho- 
lar: Stephen Arons, professor of 
legal studies at the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst. 

He writes that, "The Goals 
2000 act adopts a top-down, au- 
thoritarian, and systematized mo- 
del of schooling, and it ought 
probably to be rejected by teach- 
ers, students, families, and sub- 
cultures on educational grounds 
alone." 

Even worse, sayis Arons, by es- 
tablishing a national curriculum 
— "official knowledge" — the 
new law flies in the face of basis 
principles of constitutional demo- 
cracy, such as consent of the 
governed and First Amendment 
freedoms of expression. A nation- 
al curriculum, says Arons, is must 
as contrary to the American way 
as a national religion. 

Worst of all. Professor, Goals 
2000 is only one part of what 
President Clinton is touting as his 
"human capital" or "lifelong 
learning" agenda (for a full expo- 
sition of which see the June 22 
Education Week). 

The Clintonoids regard Goals 
200O, Uie School-to- Work Oppor- 
tunities Act, the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act reautho- 
rization (HR6 and S1513), vast 
expansion of Project Head Start, 
Hillary's healdi-care plan, and die 
bogus welfare reform (consisting 
mostiy of more government make- 
work boondoggles) as all of a 
piece in creating a government- 
trained and socialized workforce 
for a global economy. 

The agenda took shape during 
die Reagan-Bush 1980s widi sev- 
eral current Clintonoids (Robert 
Reich, Donna Shalala, Richard 
Riley, Robert Rubin, Ira Maga- 
ziner, and of course Lady Hillary) 
woriting closely with Big Biz- and 
foundation-supported elites, like 
die Committee for Economic De- 
velopment and die National Cen- 
ter on Education and die Econ- 
omy. 

To be sure. Big Biz and New 
World Order Republicans — die 
kind of folks who diought race- 
naming a convenient way to sort 
the masses — found the agenda 
plefcing.

Activities abound 
for children

It's July, and it's hot. Children 
from all over Virginia Be!u;h are 
trying to find something interesting 
to do. When school first lets out, 
then seems to be so much to do 
and not enough time to get it all 
done. 

As the summer wears on, things 
slow (kwn, and more more youth 
are saying, "ITjcre's nothing to do!" 
But they're wrong. 

The local YMCA, a United Way 
agency, has beoi providing intoiest- 
ing. fun and educational activities 
for youngstra^ during the summer 
fw many years. This year about 
250 children ages 4 to IS are at- 
tending the summer programs of- 
fered by the YMCA at Mount 
Trashmoe each wedc 

The Mount Trashmore YMCA 
offers 9 wide varKty of programs to 
children of all ages. 

"We have swimming lessons. 
Fun Friday. Hiat is when all of the 
various groups come together and 
put on skits and sing songs and 
share what they've learned during 
the week." 

The YMCA program at the Beach 
plans its weekly programs around a 
"theme" that keeps the kids inter- 
ested, as well as teaches them valu- 
aUe life less(Mts. 

"We have a theme of honesty, 
trust or something like that each 
week." Joiws explained. "This way 
the children are having fun. but 
they also leam that these things are 
impntant to everyday life. It's sort 
of a fun learning experience. We 
don't make it too heavy, because, 
after all, it is the summer!" 

Also on Fridays, the groups go 
on field trips to various locations 
around the area, including Seashore 
State Park. Virginia Marine Science 
Museum. Botanical Gardens and 
Naitticus. 

The programs costs are about the 
same as day care, however, scholar- 
ships are available for families that 
don't necessarily have the funds to 
send their childi^ to a program like 
this one. 

"We have about 20 pocent of our 
children on scholarships," Jones 
explained. "It's based on what the 
parent can affo-d. We want to be 
able to offer our programs to all 
children, not just those lucky ones 
whose parents are betto' off." 

Much of the funding for the 
scholarships comes from funding 
{XDvi^d by the kical United Way. 



sporting activities, arts and crafts, 
circle time which involves children 
breaking off into groups to discuss 
a certain issue or plan an activity," 
said Gene Jones, director of the 
YMCA Summer Youth Program. 
"On Fridays we have what we call 
Jones is convinced these children 
would be sitting around bored if not 
for programs like the one offCTed at 
the YMCA. 

"They would be watching TV or 
playing Nintendo, probably without 
much parental supervision," Jones 
said.

Juanita Bums is not surprised 
wlien visitors to her "U-f»ck farm," 
Pungo Bluetterries Etc., return and 
tell her that they have moved to 
Pungo. or neighboring Knotts 
Island and Blackwater. 

Fifteen years ago. Bums and her 
husband were taking a drive into the 
country when they saw a farm for 
sale. The two purchased it and 
planted blueberries. 

"It takes a while for the busies to 
begin producing," Bums explained. 
"We've been in business for 12 
yeans." 

Business is so great and that the 
Bums has added so many odier fea- 
tures to the blueberry farm that they 
added the "Etc." to their name. 

"We have blackberries that will 
he good for about another week,

raq)benies in June, blueberries un- 
til Sq)tefflber, elephant gariic. ele- 
phant garlic vinegars, sweet 100 
tomatoes, honey from our own 
beehives and I do jams and jellies." 

Where does this one- woman 
powerhouse find the energy to run 
the business, greet the guests and 
make jam? 

"1 love iu" she laughed. "We 
have worked very hard to build our 
business by word of mouth. The 
people we hire all have to be the 
kind of person we know will treat 
our customers the way they would 
want to be treated. A good reputa- 
tion isn't something you can Iwy." 

The blueberry bushes stand be- 
tween six- and eight-feet tall. 

"You can almost tickle the 
berries off the bushes," Bums said 
as she moved a finger under a few 
plump berries. The berries dropped 
into the bucket. "The lat^ in the 
season the sweeter the berry," she 
explained. 

Bums and her staff ferry blueberry 
pickers to just the right spot for 
picking. They are particularly atten- 
tive to the very young and handi- 
capped pickers. Bums' blueberries 
are even wheelchair accessible. The 
paths are made of crushed shells and 
gravel for easy access. 

Christina Harvey might rate as 
one of Bum's youngest visitors. 

"This is her second visit." her 
modier explained. "She came once 
when she was about 1." 

Did she know anything about 
picking blueberries at that age? 

"I pick," Christina said. And she 
did. She plopped the lorries right 
into her mouth. 

' Linwood Joyner has been coming 
to the Bums farm since it opeaed. 

"I think I picked about 70 pounds 
today," Joyner said. An assistant 
was needed to help him get his 
folding chair and blueberries into 
the cart that would take them back 
to the beny stand. 

"My legs don't worii so good, but 
I come here and always pick a kx," 
Joyner said. He brings his chair and 
sits most of the time. "It feels like 
70 pounds," he laughed. The assis- 
tant said he probably had about 20 
pounds of Uueberries. 

Joyner grinned. "Nm bad for just 
a little bit of wofk." he said.

Jo Aiken laughed as daughter, 
Chelsea, tried to eat berries and pick 
them at the same time. "We come 
every year," she said. "The benics 
are easy to freeze. I just put them in 
bags and they're ready to put in the 
freezer." 

Bums explained diat there are no 
^rays used to keep bugs and birds 
away from the berries. "We sort of 
split the farm in half," she said. 
"We netted the back five acres of 
blueberries. The front four acres we 
give to the birds." 

Pungo Blueberries Etc. isn't just 
about blueberries m even fanning. 
As conversation drifts through the 
blueberry patch, old friends catch up 
on community news, and Bums^ 
wanted to know how they have 
been since they visited the farm 
last. There are goats and a fl^ pond 
to see. Soda machines and bath- 
rooms are available. 

It doesn't take much urging to get 
a staffer to give out a favorite 
redpe. As Bums prepared to take 
another group into the blueberry 
patch, she waved to some friends 



who were having their berries 
weighed. "We'll be back," they 
promised. 

Bums smiled. "I can't always re- 
member names," she admitted. "But 
I do remember faces. Every year I 
look for those people who come 
back time and again. It is always 
exciting to see people come out and 
pick the berries for the first time 
too."

When asked to name his role 
model, the son-in-law of Clayton 
and Debrah Beahn of Virginia 
Beach, answers quickly. 

"My father," said Petty Officer 
Third Class Jon Bailes. "He taught 
me to work hard and to be honest 

"I have two great parents. They're 
supporUve and always there for 
me." he added. 

In addition to his parents' influ- 
ence, Bailes has another role model 
— a father figure of sorts, 

Bailes spent 22 months in tech- 
nical Navy schooling to become a' 
sonar technician. Shortly after he 
reported to the fast attack submarine 



USS Hyman G. Rickover in May 
1991, he was adopted by his "sea 
dal" 

Bailes, like all newly reported 
personnel onboard Rickover, was 
assigned to an experienced sailor 
expected to show the junior 
crewmember uound.the 360-foot 
long submvine. 

Bailes' sea dad was a sailor named 
Roger Reynolds, who has since left 
the Navy. 

"He was someone who kept me 
in line when I first checked on- 
board," he said, "One thing Roger 
taught me is knowledge is power. 
You can always learn more about 
your job," 

Bailes took Reynold's advice to 



heart and continues exi»nd his pro- 
fessional knowledge with onboard 
training and reading of technical 
publications.

ter. You have to want to learn," 
Bailes said. "I try to be the role 
model I would lite to see and that 
includes being knowledgeable about 
my job and everything I'm working 
on." 

Bailes and other Rickover 
crewmembers recently left their 
homeport of Norfolk for a six- 
month Mediterranean deployment 
with the USS George Washington 
battlegroup. 

As a sonar technician, Bailes 
works on equipment used to jam 
enemy sonar and tnck underwater 
objects. He also operates and repairs 
anti-submarine warfare fire control 
equipment and underwater radio- 
telephones. 

Bailes said he realizes the respon- 
sibility of his job. 

"I'm the eyes and ears of the ship 
once we submerge. I am responsi- 
ble fot making sure we don't run 
into any other ships," he said, "In 
most other countries' navies, the 
job is done by officers." 

Since each member of a subma- 
rine's crew plays a critical role in 
the operation of the boat, qualifica- 
tions for recruits wanting to serve 
in the submarine community are 
more stringent than those for other 
warfare communities. This is one 
reason Bailes decided on the subma- 
rine force, before even repcHting to 
bootcamp a month after high 
school graduation. 

"The submarine force is differ- 
ent," he said. "Everybody can be on 
a surface ship. Not everyone can be 
on a submarine." 

Bailes had other reasons to join 
the Navy. He enlisted for the 
Navy's educational opportunities. 
And, his parents supported his deci- 
sion. 

"Hiey thought it was a good idea. 
They knew I wasn't ready for col- 
lege, and we didn't have the money 
for it. It was an opportunity to 
learn some responsibility," Bailes 
said. "The Navy's given me money 



for college through the Mont- 
gomery GI Bill, and it also gave me 
Die time to ^w up so I can do my 
best in college." 

Meanwhile, he said he's making 
the best oi his naval experience. 

"The Navy has opened my eyes 
to a lot of things. I came from a 
town where everybody knows ev- 
erybody. I graduated with 87 kids in 
my high school class, which was, 
at that time, the largest ever," 
Bailes said. "And now, I've been to 
Norway, Fhuice and Beimuda" 
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Despite the unique oppotunity to 
serve onboard a submarine, Bailes 
did have some reservations about 
reporting to a sub. Submarines, af- 
ter all, have a reputation of being 
confining. But, when he reported to 
Rickover, he was pleasantly sur- 
Iffised. 

"I was expecting an old World 
War II submarine — all cramped," 
he said. "It's a lot bigger than I 
though." 

And, as he did when back in Car- 
nation, Bailes said he enjoys the 
comfort of a small community. 



"My hometown was real small. 
Since everybody knows you, you 
can't get away with anything," 
Bailes said. "It's the same way here. 
It's like a family," 

There are 133 saikirs and officers 
onboard his subnuuine. 

Although he likes being part of 
the Rickover family, returning to 
homeport after extended underway 
operations remains the best part of 
being a sailor for him. "After 
you've been out for a long time and 
you pull in — Hey! It's a great 
feeling," 

Bailes is married to the former 
Tammy Lynn Siddall of Virginia 
Beach. The couple met a few years 
ago at a Norfolk counuy music 
club, Tliey have a daughter, Jordan, 
bom in December, 

"I was on Christmas leave when 
she was bom. My daughter's birth 
was the most beautiful thing I've 
ever seen," he said. "I got to see her 
first breath." 

Bailes said most of his off-duty 
time is spent with his family, al- 
though he noted he'd like to volun- 
teer in the Big Brother/Big Sister 
program someday." 

But, those volun^r plans will 
have to wait until Bailes and the 
crew of Rickover return to Norfolk 
from their six-month Mediterranean 
deployment. 

Hiis at-sea time will give Bailes 
another opportunity to prove his 
skills as a sonar technician. 

So, after the deployment, what's 
in store for Bailes? 

'X^ollege. I would very much like 
to get out and go to college at 
Washington State University. I 
would like to m^or in criminology 
and become a police officer or 
maybe work with the FBI," Bailes 
said. "Right now, with my new 
daughter and all, my plans are to 
spend time with my family, 

"I intend to be there for my fam- 
ily, just like my parents were there 
for me."
